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TENTATIVE  PLA NS  DRAWN  FOR  ENLARGED 
DAIRY  STATISTICS  PROGRAM. 


The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  planned  a  series 
of  conferences  in  the  important  dairy  States  during  July  in  the  interest 
of  the  enlarged  dairy  statistics  program  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
$55,000  becomes  available  July  1.  W.  F.  Callander  and  John  B.  Shepard  of 
the  division,  and  L.  M.  Davis,  or  some  other  representative  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  will  meet  at  various  points  in  the 
field  with  State  Statisticians  of  the  Bureau,  State  dairy  commissioners, 
and  others  interested  in  the  development  of  this  work.  A  tentative  pro- 
gram has  been  prepared  for  discussion  at  these  meetings.  The  program  will 
be  developed  gradually,  as  at  the  outset  it  will  not  be  possible  to  launch 
it  in  its  entirety.  Close  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products  will  be  necessary  The  first  special  dairy  questionnaires  will  be 
sent  out  as  of  September.  1.

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BEEF  GRADING  SERVICE  MAKES  MATEPI 1L 
"  GROWTH  DUPING  FISCAL  YEAR  1930. 

The  beef  grading  service,  conducted  by  the  Division  of  Livestock, 
Meats  and  Wool  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board 
of  Chicago,  111.,  showed  an  increase  of  61£  per  cent  in  the  tonnage  graded 
during  the  first  ten  months  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1930,  over  the 
same  months  in  the  two  previous  fiscal  years.  C.  V.  Whalin  and  W.  C.  Davis 
were  in  Chicago  last  week  and  discussed  the  results  of  this  work  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Board,  who  expressed  much  satisfaction  with  what  had  been 
accomplished  and  a  desire  to  continue- cooperation.  An  agreement  was  signed 
for  carrying  on  the  work  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  new  agreement  the  Board  will  pay  75  per  cent  of  the  beef  graders' 
salary  instead  of  50  per  cent  as  during  the  previous  year. 

PROPOSED  EXPANSION  CF 

"  BEEF  GRADING  SERVICE. 

The  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  plans  to  expand  its  beef 
grading  service  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  In  addition  to  the  eight 
cities  where  beef  grading  and  stamping  is  now  available,  the  service  will 
be  extended  to  include  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Erie,  Pa.,  Detroit,  Mich.,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Experienced  beef  graders  will  be  stationed 
in  these  cities,  to  grade  and  stamp  carcasses  and  wholesale  cuts  of  beef 
for  slaughterers  and  others,  at  a  nominal  charge.  The  division  is  also  con- 
sidering the  inauguration  of  this  work  in  Denver,  Colo.,  Seattle,  Wash.,  and 
an  area  around  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. ,  including  Wichita,  Kans.,  and  Arkansas 
City,  Ark.  Several  other  cities  are  asking  for  the  service,  but  it  will  be 
extended  to  those  points  only  after  the  importance  of  the  markets  and  quanti- 
ties of  beef  available  for  stamping  seems  to  justify  it. 

Since  beef  grading  and  stamping  was  inaugurated  at  a  few  slaughter- 
ing centers  in  May,  1927,  the  work  has  expanded  until  now  it  is  conducted  at 
Boston,  Mass.,  New  York,  N.Y.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Washington,  D.  C,  Chicago, 
111.,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  Topeka,  Kans.

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SEED  DEAL  EPS  AT  MEETING  ENTHUSIASTIC  OVER 

ACHIEVEMENTS  OF  SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE . 

W.  A.  Wheeler,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed,  re- 
ports that  the  conference  with  the  dealers  enrolled  in  the  Seed  Verifica- 
tion Service,  held  on  June  25,  in  Toronto,  Canada,  was  very  satisfactory. 
The  general  opinion  of  those  present  was  that  the  Service  should  be  left  to 
operate  the  coming  year  about  the  same  as  the  past  year.  Practically  all 
the  dealers  are  enthusiastic  over  the  accomplishments  of  the  service  in 
the  verification  of  origin  of  alfalfa  seed.  The  need  for  verification  of 
origin  of  red  clover  seed  is  not  nearly  so  urgent  and  much  less  interest  is 
shown  in  the  verification  of  this  seed  crop,  except  in  certain  portions  of 
the  country  where  origin  of  red  clover  is  an  important  factor.  So  far  as 
indicated  at  this  time  all  those  enrolled  the  past  season  will  continue  the 
coming  season  and  a  number  of  new  dealers  have  already  filed  application  for 
the  coming  year. 

Following  the  conference,  Mr.  Wheeler  returned  directly  to  Washington; 
G.  C.  Edler  left  for  Chicago  where  he  will  take  a  few  days  leave  prior  to 
making  a  survey  of  the  redtop  seed  situation  in  southern  Illinois,  and  M.  H. 
Hess  left  for  a  motor  trip  to  his  former  home  in  Michigan. 

THREE  MONTHS'   FIEI D  STUDY  OF 

WINTER  LEGUMES  COMPLETED. 

A  field  study  of  winter  legumes  extending  over  three  months'  time 
has  just  been  made  by  A.  D.  McNair,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs,  in  the  States  of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and 
Alabama.  Vetch  is  the  leading  winter  legume  in  these  States,  but  Austrian 
winter  peas  are  a  close  second.  In  fact,  in  the  southern  half  of  Georgia 
and  Alabama  the  winter  peas  are  in  the  lead.  Mr.  McNair  studied  these 
legumes  mainly  from  the  standpoint  of  soil  improvement,  though  their  value 
for  hay  is  well  recognized.  Crimson  clover  is  preferred  by  a  few  farmers 
in  the  Piedmont  region,  but  most  farmers  are  not  usually  as  successful  in 
getting  stands  as  in  the  case  of  vetch  and  winter  peas. 

BUREAU  TAKES  OVER  NEW  OFFICES 
ON  IINWORTH  PLACE,   S.  W. 

The  Bureau  is  taking  over  the  house  located  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  Linworth  Place  and  C  Streets,  S.  W.,  one  of  the  oldest  residences  in 
this  section  of  Washington.  It  will  provide  six  additional  office  rooms. 
For  the  present  this  space  will  be  assigned  to  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research.  The  Government  has  acquired  this  property  in  con- 
nection v/ith  the  expanded  building  program  of  the  various  Federal  depart- 
ments .

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SEASONAL  OUTIOCK  REPORT 

DATES  ARE  ANNOUNCED. 

Following  the  custom  of  the  past  several  years,  the  Bureau  will  issue 
a  series  of  Agricultural  Outlook  Reports  to  aid  farmers  in  organizing  pro- 
duction programs  during  the  coming  season.  The  world  wheat  report,  to  be 
released  on  July  3,  will  start  the  series.  During  the  next  two  months 
other  Outlook  reports  will  be  issued  as  follows:  On  poultry  and  eggs, 
July  24;  sheep  and  lambs,  August  4;  beef  cattle,  August  25;  fall  grains, 
September  5;  hogs,  September  15,  and  feedstuffs,  September  22. 

On  February  1,  1931,  the  Bureau  will  issue  its  Annual  Outlook  Report 
for  1931  on  all  farm  commodities,  prepared  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
agricultural  colleges  and  extension  services. 

BUREAU  BREVITIES . 

VALUATION  OF  REAL  ESTATE,  a  bibliography  (A.  E.  Bibliography  No.  29) 
compiled  by  Miss  Emily  h.  Day,  formerly  of  the  Bureau  Library  and  now  with 
the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  has  brought  many  favorable  comments  to  the 
Library  following  its  distribution.  A.  F.  Hinrichs,  Assistant  Professor  in 
Farm  Management,  Purdue  University,  has  written:  "I  can  make  very  good  use 
of  same  in  a  course  in  Land  Economics."  Peyton  V.  Evans  of  the  Federal  Farm 
Loan  Bureau  wrote  upon  its  receipt:  "I  am  certain  that  this  publication  will 
be  of  great  assistance  to  me."  Later  the  Farm  Loan  Bureau  ordered  100  copies 
of  the  publication  to  send  to  its  field  men.  Avery  M.  Schermerhorn,  Real 
Estate  Agent  and  Appraiser  of  the  Board  of  Transportation  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  examined  the  bibliography  in  the  Municipal  Reference  Library  of 
New  York  City,  after  which  he  wrote  asking  for  a  copy  and  stating:  "This 
bibliography  will  be  of  great  practical  need  to  me  as  Real  Estate  Agent  and 
Appraiser  of  the  Board  of  Transportation  of  the  City  of  New  York,  inasmuch 
as  it  net  only  covers  farm  lands  but  also  general  principles  of  valuation 
of  real  property,  and  the  lands  affected  by  rapid  transit  construction  in 
The  City  of  New  York  run  from  farm  land  to  those  of  most  intense  urban  value." 
J.  R.  Blough  of  the  Wisconsin  Tax  Commission  states:  "This  appears  to  be 
a  very  complete  and  useful  piece  of  work."  Other  appreciative  acknowledg-

S.J.  Res.  134,  declaring  July  5  a  legal  holiday  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  has  been  signed  by  the  President. 
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IN  CONGRESS: 

The  Second  Deficiency  Bill  has  passed  both  Houses  and  gene  to  confer- 
ence. This  bill  carries  $75,000  for  continuing  the  operation  of  Center  Mar- 
ket until  January  1,  1931,  unless  closed  by  special  order  prior  to  that  time. 
It  carries  also  an  item  of  $50,000  for  starting  the  work  under  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act.  Another  item  in  the  bill  is  $100,000  for 
building  an  experimental  cotton  gin  and  carrying  on  investigational  work  on 
the  ginning  of  cotton.  The  gin  will  be  built  and  operated  by  the  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads,  and  research  work  will  be  conducted  by  the  Division  of  Cotton 
Marketing  on  the  effect  of  various  ginning  practices  on  the  quality  of  lint. 

S.  215,  the  Brookhart-Lehlbach  Bill,  has  been  agreed  to  in  confer- 
ence. This  bill  amends  the  Welch  Act  and  aims  to  correct  inequalities  in 
the  original  Act. 

H.R.  11371,  an  Act  to  provide  living  quarters,  including  heat,  fuel 
and  light  for  certain  civilian  officers  and  employees  of  the  Government 
stationed  in  foreign  countries,  has  been  approved  by  the  President.

Beginning  at  Hastings,  Nebr.,  July  7,  the  State  agricultural  colleges 
in  the  important  winter  wheat  States  will  call  a  series  of  outlook  meetings, 
at  which  Chairman  Legge  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  Secretary  Hyde,  C.  W.  War- 
burton,  Mr.  Olsen,  and  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine  will  present  the  Wheat  Outlook. 
Reuben  Brigham  of  the  Extension  Service  will  accompany  the  Department  group 
to  handle  the  publicity  end  of  the  work.  The  other  meetings  will  be  held 
at  Sterling,  Colo.,  July  8;  Hays,  Kans.,  July  9;  Dcdge  City,  Kans.,  July  10; 
Amarillo,  Tex.,  July  11,  and  Enid,  Okla.,  July  12. 

W.  A.  Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
spent  the  evening  of  June  25  and  the  day  and  evening  of  June  26  with  the 
Thirteenth  Annual  Long  Island  Potato  Tour.  He  made  an  address  at  the  State 
Farm  School  at  Farmingdale,  June  25,  on  "Competition  Between  the  New  and  Old 
Potato  Crops,"  and  on  June  26,  at  the  Sound  Avenue  Grange  Hall  in  Sussex 
County,  on  "The  Improvement  in  Potato  Marketing."  Representatives  from 
Virginia,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Rhode  Island,  Maine 
and  Vermont  and  from  two  or  three  Canadian  provinces  accompanied  the  tour.

W.  C.  Hackleman,  Supervising  Inspector  of  the  New  York  office 
of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  was  on  the  tour  on  June  26  and  27, 
taking  part  in  the  program  on  the  latter  date.

FROGRAM  FOR  INTER-AMEPICAN  AGP I CULTURAL 
CONFERENCE  GETS  UNDER  WAY . 


With  the  passage  of  the  second  Deficiency  Bill,  carrying  among  other 
items  an  appropriation  of  $25,600  for  holding  an  Inter-American  Conference 
on  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Animal  Industry  in  Washington,  D.  C,  Septem- 
ber 8-20,  1930,  plans  for  this  conference  are  rapidly  taking  shape.  The 
preliminary  program  and  a  series  of  about  50  technical  papers,  prepared  by 
leading  specialists  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  information 
of  delegates  and  for  round  table  discussions,  have  gone  to  the  Public 
Printer.  A  handbook  of  information  concerning  the  conference  is  in  the 
course  of  preparation  by  Mr.  Eastabrook.  Arrangements  are  under  way  by 
the  Department  to  organize  a  secretariat  for  the  conference  at  the  Pan 
American  Union,  where  the  meetings  will  be  held. 

The  program  provides  for  a  series  of  official  luncheons,  a  concert 
at  the  Pan  American  Union,   and  tours  to  the  Arlington  Experiment  Farm, 
the  U.  S.  Plant  Field  Station  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  at  Glenndale, 
i      Md.  ,   and  the  Animal    Husbandry  and  Dairy  Industry    Experiment    Farm  at 
•      Beltsville,  Md.    A  special  department  exhibit  to  illustrate  the  organiza- 
tion and  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  be  staged  in  the  patio 
3      of  the  new  Administration  Building.     One  section  of  the  program  calls  for 
1      a  series  of  round  table  discussions  on  agriculturel  economics,  and  a  num- 
ber  of  papers  have  been  contributed  by  members  of  this  Bureau,  including 
one  by  Mr.  Englund  on  "Cooperative  Credit  Systems  Involving  Principles  of 
Finance,"  by  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine  on  "Agricultural  Competition,"  three  by  Dr. 
L.  C.  Gray,  on  "Inter-American  Cooperation  in  Statistics,"  "Utilization  of 
Public  Lands,"  and  "The  Future  Food  Supply,"  one  by  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes  on 
"Farm  Management,"  and  one  by  Miss  Caroline  B.   Sherman  on  "Marketing, 
Transportation  and  Standardization."  A.  W.  McKay,  formerly  of  this  Bureau 
and  now  with  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  has  contributed  a  paper  on  "The  Program 
of  the  Federal  Farm  Board." 

The  Inter-American  Conference  on  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Animal 
Industry  will  be   the   first   international  agricultural  conference  ever 
held  in  the  United  States  and  will  be  a  gathering  of  research  men  from  the 
twenty-one  American  republics.

EMERGENCY  ORDER  FOR  OUTLOOK  MATERIAL. 

A  telegram  was  received  from  the  field  from  Mr.  Olsen  late  Saturday, 
requesting  that  several  thousand  additional  copies  be  run  of  the  Wheat 
Outlook  Report  and  the  supplementary  chart  material,  of  sixty  pages  each, 
released  by  the  Bureau  on  July  3,  for  use  at  the  Wheat  Outlook  meetings 
now  being  conducted  by  the  State  agricultural  colleges  in  the  important 
winter  wheat  States.  The  furnishing  of  these  reports  and  charts  necessi- 
tated that  a  considerable  number  of  people  in  the  Bureau  work  on  Sunday, 
as  well  as  some  of  the  force  of  the  Addressing,  Duplicating  and  Mailing 
Section  of  the  Office  of  Information.  While  the  entire  order  could  not 
be  filled,  over  one  hundred  thousand  sheets  were  run  and  mailed  before 
Tuesday  for  use  at  the  meetings.  This  is  just  another  instance  of  the 
splendid  loyalty  of  our  personnel  in  meeting  emergencies. 

Chairman  Legge  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  Secretary  Hyde,  C.  W. 
Warburton,  Mr.  Olsen,  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  and  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes  are  all  in  at- 
tendance at  the  Outlook  meetings  called  by  the  State  agricultural  colleges. 
The  first  was  held  at  Hastings,  Nebr. ,  July  6;  the  second  is  in  progress 
today,  July  8,  at  Sterling,  Colo.;  others  will  follow  at  Hays,  Kans.,  July 
9;  Dodge  City,  Kans.,  July  10;  Amarillo,  Tex.,  July  11,  and  Enid,  Okla., 
July  12. 

RESOLUTION  CONGRATULATES  LAND 

ECONOMICS  ON  VERMONT  STUDY. 

When  the  Committee  on  Land  Utilization  of  the  Vermont  Commission  of

HAND  CRAFT  AS  A  SIDE  LINE. 

W.  W.  Amidon,  Grain  Supervisor  of  the  Minneapolis  Supervision  Office, 
Grain  Division,  is  one  of  the  few  individuals  who  can  boast  of  a  practi- 
cal hobby.  He  has  fitted  up  a  very  complete  workshop  at  his  home,  where 
he  spends  his  leisure  hours  constructing  things.  Recently  Mr.  Amidon  has 
built  a  miniature  box  car  of  the  kind  usually  used  to  haul  grain,  making 
most  of  the  parts  from  wood  and  fashioning  them  by  a  turning  lahthe.  He 
has  provided  the  car  with  a  glass  front  for  exhibition  purposes  and  par- 
titioned the  inside  so  that  different  kinds  of  tray  exhibits  may  be  in- 
serted to  illustrate  the  various  methods  of  loading  grain. 

Mr.  Amidon  plans  to  make  trays  of  appropriate  types  as  time  permits 
to  illustrate  unevenly  loaded  cars.  His  workmanship  has  been  very  favor- 
ably commented  upon  by  representatives  of  the  grain  trade  who  have  seen 
his  car. 
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J.  P.  KLEIN  TAKES  POSITION 

WITH  PORTO  RinO  INTERESTS. 

J.  P.  Klein,  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist,  who  has  been  handling 
the  market  news  work  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  and  Hammond,  La.,  has  resigned  to  take  a  position  with  a  group  of 
Porto  Rican  fruit  and  vegetable  growers  and  shippers.  The  practice  of 
Porto  Rican  fruit  and  vegetable  dealers  to  ship  all  commodities  intended 
for  United  States  markets  to  New  York  City,  has  resulted  in  poor  distribu- 
tion. Mr.  Klein  has  been  employed  by  the  Porto  Rican  interests  to  coordi- 
nate the  packing,  shipping,  and  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  with  a 
view  to  effecting  better  packs  and  a  more  efficient  marketing  of  the  prod- 
ucts, as  well  as  to  secure  a  wider  dissemination  therecf  in  this  country 
and  in  Europe.    He  has  already  entered  upon  his  new  duties. 

I'.r.  Klein  las  been  a  member  cf  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables for  five  years.  He  was  first  appointed  in  March,  1915.  He  was 
separated  from  the  service  from  July,  1919,  to  July,  1929,  during  which 
time  he  engaged  in  operating  his  own  apple  orchard  in  Missouri  and  acted 
as  sales  manager  cf  a  fruit  and  vegetable  cooperative  organization  at 
Americus,  Ga. 

DR.  WAITE  TO  TEACH  AGAIN  VT 

UNIVERSITY  CF  MINNESOTA . 

Dr.  Warren  C.  Waite,  Senior  Agricultural  Economist  cf  the  Division 
of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  is  resigning  from  the  Bureau  ef- 
fective July  21  to  reenter  the  teaching  field.  He  will  return  to  the 
University  of  Minnesota  to  teach  Agricultural  Economics  and  conduct  re- 
search in  this  subject,  work  in  which  he  was  engaged  before  entering  the 
Bureau  in  September,  1928. 

As  a  member  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research 
Doctor  Waite  has  made  studies  by  questionnaire  of  the  consumer  demand  for 
dairy  products  in  rural  and  urban  areas  in  New  Jersey  and  of  sales  in  se- 
lected chain  stores  in  New  York  City.  The  results  of  these  studies  will 
later  be  published  cooperatively  by  this  Bureau  and  the  New  Jersey  Experi- 
ment Station. 

NEW  GRAIN  MOISTURE 

TESTER  SPEEDS  UP  WORK . 

A  new  commercial  electric  grain  moisture  tester,  with  which  the 
Research  Laboratory  of  the  Grain  Division  has  been  working  for  the  last 
six  or  eight  months,  is  now  being  tried  cut  in  the  field  on  the  new  crop 
of  wheat,  under  actual  market  conditions.  Harry  B.  Dixon  of  the  labora- 
tory has  been  instructing  the  Grain  Supervisors  at  the  division's  offices 
in  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis,  Chicago,  Omaha,  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  and 
St.  Louis  in  the  operation  of  the  machine. 

Dr.  D.  A.  Coleman,  in  charge  of  the  Research  Laboratory,  states  that 
the  device  makes  the  moisture  test  in  approximately  one-half  of  a  minute, 
whereas  making  it  by  means  of  the  Brown-Duval  Moisture  Tester  usually  re- 
quires from  one-half  to  three-quarters  of  an  hour. 
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NEWS  CORRESPONDENTS  HIGHLY 

COMMEND  LIVESTOCK  FORCE. 

Letters  to  E.  K.  Hess,  in  charge  of  the  office  of  the  Division  of 
Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  at  National  Stock  Yards,  111.,  from  two  publicity 
men  indicate  that  in  their  judgment  the  members  of  that  field  office  are 
displaying  unusual  courtesy,  industry,  and  efficiency  in  their  efforts  to 
serve  the  public.  E.  H.  Nolkemper,  of  the  Publicity  Department,  Producers' 
Live  Stock  Commission  Association,   National  Stock  Yards,    has  written: 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  upon  request  we  are  sure  to  receive 
your  cooperation  whenever  our  customers  request  an  official  report  of  this 
market.  I  also  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  mention  that  the  publicity 
work  of  the  association  frequently  requires  a  large  amount  of  statistical 
data,  which  I  have  never  failed  to  receive  from  your  men.  regardless  of  the 
effort  required  to  obtain  it. 

"It  may  also  be  a  satisfaction  for  you  to  learn  that  regardless  of 
how  busy  your  market  reporters,  Mr.  Eckloff,  or  Mr.  Austin  may  be  I  have 
never  failed  to  receive  a  moment  or  two  of  their  consideration  when  re- 
questing a  perusal  of  market  conditions  concerning  generalities  which  the 
Government  report  cannot  show. 

"Your  daily  market  report  is  helping  a  great  many  of  our  members  and 
the  additional  names  at  the  bottom  of  this  sheet  (to  be  added  to  the  mail- 
ing list)  will  bring  the  total  number,  according  to  my  estimate,  to  over  200." 

Ira  D.  Mullinax,  special  correspondent  of  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dis- 
patch, comments  on  the  kind  of  news  which  he  is  getting  from  our  National 
Stock  Yards  office,  in  the  following  letter:

Farmers  and  stockmen  are  always  discussing 
current  prices  and  comparing  them  with  values  of  the  previous  season,  but 
of  course  mighty  few  can  remember  what  the  exact  prices  were  a  whole  year 
back.  The  figures  in  your  weekly  survey  giving  last  year's  bulks  and  tops 
will  provide  ready  and  accurate  comparisons  and  I  am  sure  they  will  be  of 
great  interest  to  farmers  and  stockmen.  I  hope  you  will  continue  this  new 
service . 

"For  at  least  two  years  I  have  been  using  your  cattle,  hog  and  sheep 
weekly  surveys  in  my  column,  "Chats  with  Livestock  Men  at  the  National 
Stock  Yards."  This  appears  every  Saturday  in  the  complete  edition  of  the 
St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  which  has  a  large  rural  circulation.  I  feel  that 
the  new  figures  you  now  are  submitting  on  last  year's  bulks  and  tops  will 
add  substantially  to  its  interest. 

"Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  again  for  the  many  cour- 
tesies extended  by  yourself  and  your  associates  in  helping  me  with  news 
stories  in  regard  to  livestock."

OFFICIAL  STANDARDS  FOR  THE  INSPECTION  OF  APPLES  have  been  revised 
somewhat  as  a  result  of  recent  conferences  of  State  men  with  the  workers  of 
this  Bureau  and  the  newer  forms  have  been  embodied  in  Amendment  10  to 
Service  and  Regulatory  Announcement  No.  93.  This  amendment  supersedes 
amendments,  4,  7,  and  9  of  that  Announcement. 

THE  TREND  IN  FARM  POPULATION  MOVEMENTS,  an  article  by  Dr.  C.  J. 
Galpin  in  the  April,  1930,  issue  of  The  Agricultural  Situation,  receivs  the 
following  comment  in  a  recent  letter  to  Dr.  Galpin  from  T.  Uehara  of  the 
Hokkaido  Imperial  University,  Sapporo,  Japan:  "I  have  also  been  in  receipt 
recently  of  your  journal  "The  Agricultural  Situation,"  Vol.  XIV,  No.  4, 
and  "The  Trend  in  Farm  Population  Movements"  essay.  This  latter  essay  you 
have  sent  me,  has  been  so  interesting,  that  I  have  read  and  reread  it. 
We  have  in  Japan  too  the  same  movement  going  on,  and  it  was  so  interest- 
ing to  read  on  a  topic  which  was  so  familiar  to  me.  It  is  of  great  use  to 
us,  and  I  am  obliged  to  you  in  sending  it  to  me."

HERE  AND  THERE 

Joseph  A.  Becker,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  is  just 
back  from  a  trip  to  most  of  the  Western  States,  where  he  discussed  with 
the  division's  field  Statisticians  acreage  estimates,  estimates  of  fruit 
production,  and  methods  of  forecasting  yields.  He  also  took  up  with  the 
Statisticians  and  with  representatives  of  cooperatives  and  associations, 
the  proposed  enlarged  dairy  statistics  program  for  which  an  appropriation 
has  been  made  available  as  of  July  1.  Mr.  Becker  reports  that  there  is 
particular  interest  in  the  program  at  this  time  because  of  the  prevailing 
low  prices  for  butterfat.  Most  of  the  men  with  whom  he  talked  showed 
a  keen  interest  in  the  phase  of  the  program  which  has  to  do  with  reports 
on  the  prospective  number  of  cows  to  be  milked,  which  contemplates  a 
service  of  farmers'  intentions  to  milk  similar  to  the  pig  surveys  which 
the  division  has  been  conducting  since  1922. 

W.  F.  Callander  and  J.  B.  Shepard,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates,  will  leave  Washington  early  this  week  for  points  in  Pennsylvania, 
New  York,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and 
Iowa,  where  they  will  hold  conferences  with  the  division's  State  Statisti- 
cians, representatives  of  the  dairy  industry,  and  State  dairy  commission- 
ers, in  regard  to  the  inauguration  of  the  enlarged  dairy  statistics  pro- 
gram. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  ad- 
dress The  Colored  Farmers'  Conference  and  Summer  School  Groups  of  Hampton 
Institute,  at  Hampton,  Va.,  July  9,  on  the  subject,  "Agricultural  Outlook 
and  Farm  Organization." 
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Rcy  C.  Potts  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products, 
addressed  the  American  Dairy  Science  Association  at  its  summer  meeting 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  June  24,  on  the  subject.  "The  present  Economic  Situation  of 
the  Dairy  Industry."

Mrs.  Roy  C.  Potts  was  awarded  a  prize  of  $25  in  sterling  silver  for 
a  letter  submitted  to  the  Silver  Smith's  Guild  of  America,  on  the  subject,

MANY  NEW  MARKETS  TO  HAVE  TOBACCO 

GRADING  SERVICE  DURING  SEASON  1930-31 . 

The  official  tobacco  grading  service  in  the  Atlantic  Coast  States 
undertaken  last  year  by  this  Bureau  and  various  State  marketing  divisions 
will  be  conducted  on  numerous  additional  markets  during  the  marketing 
season  of  1930-31,  the  Tobacco  Section  announces.  These  are  in  addition 
to  the  grading  that  will  be  done  for  the  South  Carolina  Tobacco  Growers 
Cooperative  Marketing  Association. 

Douglas  and  Tifton,  Ga.,  and  Live  Oak,  Fla.,  are  the  most  recent 
eastern  markets  to  apply  for  official  graders.  Last  year  the  service  was 
available  in  Virginia  at  South  Hill,  Lynchburg  and  Farmville.  This  year 
Government  graders  will  be  stationed  at  these  same  markets  and  at  South 
Boston  and  Danville,  the  latter  being  the  largest  market  in  the  State  and 
one  of  the  important  selling  points  for  flue-cured  tobacco.  In  addition 
Petersburg  and  Blackstone  are  under  consideration. 

In  North  Carolina  only  one  small  market,  Smithfield,  was  served  in 
1919.  This  year  the  service  will  be  available  at  Smithfield,  Williamston, 
Tarboro,  and  probably  at  one  or  more  of  the  largest  markets. 

That  the  service  proved  popular  last  year  is  indicated  by  the  long 
distance  that  many  growers  hauled  their  crop  to  have  it  officially  graded 
and  the  number  of  calls  for  grading  service  that  have  been  made  recently. 
It  was  clearly  shown  last  year  that  official  grading  not  only  had  a  bene- 
ficial effect  on  prices  received  by  growers,  but  stimulated  better  prepar- 
ation of  the  tobacco  for  market.  This  phase  of  service  was  quite  largely 
responsible  for  the  support  given  the  tobacco  grading  service  by  the  tobacco 
trade . 

The  total  amount  of  tobacco  officially  graded  during  the  1929-30 
season  was  approximately  11,000,000  pounds.  The  Tobacco  Section  expects 
to  grade  at  least  five  times  that  amount  this  year. 

COMMITTEE  TO  CONSIDER  PROCEDURE  FOR 

MEETING  POTATO  MARKETING  EMERGENCIES . 

A.  E.  Mercker,  Secretary  of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee, 
made  a  trip  from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  to  Washington  last  week 
to  confer  with  representatives  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  on  Friday  and 
Saturday.  He  discussed  in  detail  the  nature  of  those  phases  of  the  Inter- 
state Early  Potato  Committee  which  are  designed  to  prevent  the  temporary 
glutting  of  the  markets  with  excessive  shipments  of  perishables.  A  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  A.  W.  McKay  and  K.  B .  Gardner  of  the  Farm  Board,  and 
Mr.  Mercker,  was  asked  to  formulate  a  tentative  plan  of  organization  and 
procedure    for   meeting    such    emergencies.     The    committee    has    prepared  a 
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preliminary  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Farm  Board,  the  Office  of 
Cooperative  Extension  Work,  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  Fur- 
ther details  will  be  reported  if  and  when  actual  steps  are  taken  in  accor- 
dance with  the  tentative  suggestions  of  this  committee. 

FOREIGN  LEGISLATION  AS  £ID  TO 

AGRICULTURE  BEING  STUDIED. 

Dr.  Walter  Bauer,  German  Economisx  and  Statistician,  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  Agent  in  the  Division  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  He  will 
make  studies  of  certain  legislative  measures  in  foreign  countries  designed 
to  aid  agriculture,  a  project  which  will  be  conducted  under  a  cooperative 
arrangement  with  the  Giannini  Foundation,  University  of  California. 

Doctor  Bauer  received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  political  science  in 

1924  from  the  University  of  Leipzig,  having  previously  had  a  year's  work  at 
the  University  of  Heidelberg.  Following  his  graduation  he  was  employed  as 
Research  Assistant  at  the  Institute  Fur  Weltwirtschaf t  und  Seeverkehr  Uni- 
versity at  Kiel  (institute  for  world  economics  and  sea  traffic),  and  from 

1925  to  1929,  when  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Giannini  Foundation,  he  was 
engaged  in  statistical  work  at  the  International  Institute  cf  Agriculture 
at  Rome. 

TWO  STENCILS  CUT  AT  ONCE  TO  MEET 
DEMAND  FOR  SHIPFING  NEWS. 

In  an  effort  to  promptly  satisfy  dealers  who  are  eager  for  informa- 
tion concerning  fruit  and  vegetable  shipments,  W.  H.  Hall,  in  charge  of  the 
Chicago  market  news  office  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  has  conceived 
the  original  idea  of  having  two  stencils  cut  at  once  conveying  such  informa- 
tion.    In  this  connection  he  writes: 

"For  years  we  have  had  the  telegrapher  make  two  copies  of  the  ship- 
ments, and  local  dealers  have  been  coming  to  the  office  copying  these  ship- 
ments from  one  of  these  copies,  thus  saving  from  a  half  hour  to  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  by  not  waiting  for  the  'track  sheet.'  The  number  of 
people  who  desire  this  early  information  has  become  so  great  that  we  could 
not  make  enough  carbon  copies  to  accommodate  them  all,  so  we  decided  to 
cut  a  special  stencil  of  shipments.  One  of  the  clerks  cut  two  stencils 
at  once,  simplyly  laying  one  on  top  of  the  other  and  removing  the  card- 
board back  from  the  top  stencil.  As  soon  as  the  stencil  is  completed  one 
copy  is  given  to  the  mimeograph  operator  and  75  copies  run  off;  the  other 
stencil  is  retained  until  the  arrivals  are  completed,  and  when  completed  is 
immediately  sent  to  the  machine  room,  where  100  copies  are  run  off  for  calls 
at  the  switchboard,  and  approximately  225  for  delivery  to  the  trade.  There 
is  usually  a  lapse  of  time  of  about  forty  minutes  between  the  first  and 
second  stencil,  and  while  this  may  seem  a  rather  short  space  of  time  for 
this  extra  labor  and  expense,  I  feel  sure  it  is  entirely  justified.  Something 
had  to  be  done,  as  the  lobby  where  the  carbon  copy  of  the  shipments  was  kept 
had  come  to  resemble  more  a  crowd  of  milling  bargain  hunters  than  a  Govern- 
ment Market  News  Office,  and  some  of  those  who  came  late  and  had  to  wait, 
often  complained  and  apparently  felt  that  they  v/ere  being  discriminated  a- 
gainst.    The  present  arrangement  has  ironed  out  all  of  these  difficulties." 
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JOHN  D.  SNOW  RETURNS 

TO  COMMERCIAL  FIELD , 

John  D.  Snow  resigned  from  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables 
effective  July  11  to  enter  private  business.  He  is  now  Colorado  Manager 
of  the  Atlantic  Commission  Company,  with  headquarters  at  Denver. 

Mr.  Snow  was  a  member  of  the  Bureau  for  more  than  six  years.  He 
was  appointed  in  the  Market  News  Service  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  in  September,  1921,  being  first  assigned  to  the  Chicago  office. 
For  a  period  he  was  a  member  of  the  field  force  of  the  division  and  took 
charge  of  the  temporary  market  news  offices  located  at  important  producing 
and  shipping  points.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  permanent  office  at  Denver, 
Colorado,  from  August.  1923,  until  he  resigned  to  open  and  operate  a  broker- 
age business  in  that  city  in  June,  1926.  Reentering  the  service  in  January 
1928,  Mr.  Snow  became  assistant  project  leader  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Market  News  Service,  in  which  capacity  he  continued  to  work  until  his  recent 
resignation. 

Mr.  Snow  carried  with  him  a  token  of  the  esteem  in  which  his  division 
associates  held  him,  in  the  gift  of  a  handsome  pen  and  pencil  set  with  which 
they  presented  him  just  before  he  left  the  Bureau. 

Wendell  Calhoun,  now  in  charge  of  the  Denver  office,  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  Washington  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Snow's  resignation. 
He  is  expected  to  report  about  August  15.  The  vacancy  in  Denver  will  be 
filled  by  Bryce  Morris,  who  is  now  in  charge  of  the  St.  Louis  office. 
Merritt  M.  Thomas,  now  in  the  Atlanta  office,  will  be  given  the  assignment 
in  St.  Louis. 

RESOLUTION  URGES  LOUISIANA  RICE_ WAREHOUSEMEN 
~  TO  OPERATE  UNDER  THE  WAREHOUSE  ACT.  " 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  New  Orleans  Clearing 
House  Association  at  a  meeting  held  on  June  18,  1930: 

"WHEREAS,  it  is  recognized  that  Federal  Bonded  Warehouse  Receipts 
are  preferable  for  collateral  purposes  for  all  Banks,  and  that  the  safe- 
guards offered  by  the  Federal  Warehouse  System  through  its  selection  in 
admitting  warehouses  into  the  System,  its  supervision  and  inspection  of 
warehouses  and  the  bonded  responsibility  of  the  warehousemen,  are  to  the 
interest  of  financial  institutions  handling  warehouse  collateral  as  well 
as  the  patrons  of  such  warehouses,  including  producers  and  merchants, 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  New  Orleans  Clearing  House  As- 
sociation hereby  expresses  itself  as  favoring  the  licensing  of  rice  ware- 
houses under  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act,  and  urges  the  rice  warehouse- 
men in  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  operate  their  warehouses  under  this  statute.

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STUDY  OF  HAY  HARVESTING  AND 

STORAGE  METHODS  ORGANIZED . 

C.  M.  Funk,  in  charge  of  the  San  Antonio  office  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and 
Seed  Division,  spent  the  last  week  of  June  visiting  the  prairie  hay  produc- 
ing section  of  South  Texas,  between  Houston  and  Galveston.  Mr.  Funk  made 
the  trip  in  company  with  Dr.  E.  B.  Reynolds,  Chief  of  the  Agronomy  Division 
of  the  Teax  the  Texas  A.  &  M.  College,  D.  R.  Miller,  Extension  Agronomist 
of  the  College,  and  Lieutenant  L.  R.  Bov/er,  Veterinary  Corps,  U.  S.  Army. 
The  Army  has  had  much  difficulty  with  the  hay  frcm  this  territory  offered 
for  delivery  at  Texas  Army  posts,  being  of  low  grade  and  consequently 
necessitating  rejection;  on  the  other  hand,  producers  and  shippers  have 
claimed  that  the  Army  was  refusing  hay  which  was  the  best  that  they  could 
produce.  The  trip  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  study  of  harvest- 
ing and  storage  methods  in  the  hope  that  means  might  be  found  by  which  pro- 
ducers in  this  territory  could  improve  the  quality  of  their  crop  so  that  a 
considerable  portion  at  least  would  be  acceptable  for  Army  use. 

MR.  SCOVILLE  IS  COMMENDED 
FOR  GRAPE  SURVEY. 

Mr.  Olsen  has  received  a  letter  from  C.  K.  Bullock,  County  Agricultur- 
al Agent  of  the  Chatauqua  County  Farm  Bureau,  Jamestown,  N.  Y. ,  enclosing  a 
resolution  passed  by  the  Chatauqua  Grape  Committee  of  that  Bureau,  which 
acknowledges  the  great  importance  of  the  grape  survey  being  undertaken  by 
this  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture, 
in  the  Westf ield-Portland  area  of  the  Grape  Belt  in  Chatauqua  County,  N.  Y. 

Referring  to  G.  P.  Scoville,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  who  has  been  conducting  this  survey  for  the  Bureau,  Mr.  Bullock  writes: 

"As  secretary  of  the  Farm  Bureau  Grape  Committee  recently  organized 
to  study  the  grape  situation  in  Chautauqua  County,  I  wish  to  thank  and  com- 
pliment you  on  the  good  work  which  Professor  Scoville  has  done  under  your 
direction.  The  meeting  held  in  Fredonia  on  July  1,  which  Professor  Scoville 
attended,  was  very  much  worth  while,  and  the  members  of  the  committee  seemed 
eager  to  do  whatever  is  possible  for  their  fellow  growers  from  the  facts 
obtained  by  the  survey." 


MRS.  BELLE  BINGHAM  CAIN 


Mrs.  Belle  Bingham  Cain  died  on  July  10  after  a  long  illness,  at 
the  home  of  her  daughter,  3014  -  32nd  Street,  N.  W.  ,  this  city.  A  large 
group  of  her  former  co-workers  in  the  Grain  Division,  of  which  she  had  been 
a  member  of  nearly  10  years,  attended  the  funeral  services  at  St.  Thomas' 
Catholic  Church  and  the  burial  services  at  Mt.  Olivet  Cemetery.  F.  W. 
Sweitzer  was  one  of  the  pallbearers. 

Mrs.  Cain  spent  in  all  nearly  20  years  of  her  life  in  the  Govern- 
ment service,  having  worked  in  the  Census  Bureau  before  coming  to  this 
Department.  She  had  many  friends  in  the  Bureau,  who  remember  her  for  her 
devotion  to  her  work  and  associates. 
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GROWERS  REQUEST  THOUSANDS  OF  COPIES 
OF  THE  TOMATO  GRADES  CHART. 

The  increasing  tendency  on  the  part  of  growers,  shippers,  receivers 
and  canners  to  require  that  grades  for  the  fruits  and  vegetables  which  they 
handle  be  definite,  has  steadily  increased  the  work  in  the  Division  of 
Fruits  and  Vegetables  of  setting  up  standard  grades  for  various  products. 
An  outstanding  development  in  the  standardization  work  during  the  fiscal 
year  just  ended  has  been  the  growing  interest  of  canners  and  producers  of 
products  used  for  canning,  in  the  establishment  of  standards  for  such  crops. 
An  indication  of  this  interest  has  been  the  demand  for  the  colored  litho- 
graphic chart  showing  the  U.  S.  grades  for  canned  tomatoes  which  the  division 
has  recently  issued.  The  chart  indicates  in  a  general  way  the  maturity  and 
color  required  for  tomatoes  in  each  of  the  grades.  After  its  release  early 
in  June  numerous  requests  were  immediately  received  for  additional  copies, 
so  that  now  at  the  end  of  a  month  approximately  12,000  have  been  sent  out. 
Most  of  these  have  gone  to  individual  growers. 

Grades  for  cannery  tomatoes  were  issued  in  1926.  This  year  practi- 
cally 57  canners,  located  in  Colorado,  Indiana,  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Delaware,  Ohio  and  Utah,  have  expressed 
their  intention  of  contracting  with  their  growers  on  the  basis  of  these 
grades  for  the  season's  crop.  Under  these  contracts  each  load  of  tomatoes 
will  be  inspected  according  to  our  standards  when  delivered  to  the  canning 
plant . 

The  issuing  of  grades  began  in  1917.  That  year  grades  were  estab- 
lished for  potatoes;  grades  for  strawberries  and  Bermuda  onions  were  the 
next  to  be  issued,  and  each  year  since,  the  division  has  issued  grades  for 
additional  products  until  at  this  time  there  are  U.  S.  grades  for  46  com- 
modities. As  in  some  instances  two  or  more  sets  of  grades  are  necessary 
for  some  commodities,  a  total  of  59  are  now  being  issued.  The  determining 
of  grades  for  a  single  crop  involves  considerable  work.  While  in  some  years 
new  sets  were  drawn  for  only  a  few  products,  revisions  were  also  made  regu- 
larly each  year  for  many  of  the  established  grades.  In  1927,  for  instance, 
only  3  products  were  added  to  the  list  of  those  standardized,  but  the  divi- 
sion revised  the  grades  for  16  other  commodities.  Last  year  new  grades  were 
issued  for  four  products  -  Citrus  Fruits  (Texas),  Grapefruit  (California  and 
Arizona),  Oranges  (California),  and  Spinach  (Cannery).  Revisions  were  also 
made  in  the  grades  for  11  other  products.  During  the  year  the  division  re- 
ceived requests  for  15  new  grades. 

R.  R.  Pailthrop,  under  whom  the  standardization  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables is  carried  on,  has  received  many  letters  heartily  commending  his  work, 
particularly  the  issuance  of  grades  for  canned  tomatoes.  Among  the  comments 
which  have  encouraged  him  and  the  staff  of  workers  in  his  unit  in  their 
efforts  to  keep  up  with  the  demands  for  additional  standards  are  the  follow- 
ing from  a  letter  written  by  a  brokerage  company  in  Virginia:  "So  far  as 
we  know  there  has  been  no  publication  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  which 
has  appealed  so  strongly  to  tomato  canners  as  the  lithograph  poster  which 
we  have  requested  you  to  send  to  various  growers  in  this  section." 

A  canning  and  packing  company  in  Kansas  has  written:  "We  consider 
this  the  best  service  for  both   canner  and  grower   that  we  have  ever  had." 

Still  another  canning  company  in  Ohio  has  commented:     "We  believe  this 
will  be  one  of  the  greatest  improvements  in  the  canned  tomato  that  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  endeavored  to  put  across."

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E UREAL?  REPRESENTATIVES  RETURN  FROM 
STATE  WHEAT  OUTLOOK  MEETINGS. 

Mr.  Olsen  returned  to  the  office  last  Friday  after  attending  the 
wheat  Outlook  conferences,  called  by  the  State  Agricultural  Colleges  in  the 
important  wheat  States,  and  on  his  way  back  to  Washington,  stopping  off  in 
Illinois  for  a  few  days  of  vacation.  As  spokesman  for  this  Bureau  he 
presented  the  Outlook  for  winter  wheat  with  special  reference  to  the  situa- 
tion in  the  hard  red  winter  wheat  region.  The  meetings  were  held  at  Hast- 
ings, Nebr.,  July  7;  Sterling,  Colo.,  July  8;  Hays,  Kans.,  July  9;  Dodge 
City,  Kans.,  July  10;  Amarillo,  Tex.,  July  11,  and  Enid,  Okla.,  July  12. 
Chairman  Legge,  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  headed  the  Federal  group  from 
Washington,  which  included  from  this  Department,  Secretary  Hyde,  C.  W. 
Warburton,  Director  of  Extension,  Reuben  Brigham,  Office  of  Cooperative 
Extension  Work,  and  in  addition  to  Mr.  Olsen  of  this  Bureau,  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine 
and  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes. 

The  burden  of  Mr.  Olsen 's  message  was  the  disastrous  drop  in  the 
price  of  wheat  during  the  last  eight  months,  together  with  the  lack  of 
evidence  supporting  a  hope  for  any  marked  improvement  in  the  price  during 
the  next  few  years.  These  meetings  provided  an  unparelled  opportunity 
for  the  impressing  of  the  importance  of  this  situation  upon  a  large  number 
of  wheat  growing  farmers  and  their  advisers,  the  county  agents  and  State 
extension  men.  Mr.  Olsen  stressed  especially  the  need  of  careful  considera- 
tion in  the  light  of  the  present  and  prospective  wheat  price  situation  of 
readjusting  the  farm  problem  either  in  the  direction  of  reduction  of  operat- 
ing costs  or  through  the  substitution  of  other  crops  for  at  least  a  part  of 
the  wheat  acreage.  The  favorable  conditions  under  which  wheat  acreage  has 
expanded  in  these  States  have  probably  created  a  feeling  of  optimism  and  a 
tendency  toward  expansion  entirely  unwarranted  by  the  turn  affairs  have 
taken.  The  outstanding  value  of  this  series  of  meetings  was  to  impress  this 
hard  fact  upon  the  farmers  of  the  region. 

ORGANIZATION  FOR  PERISHABLE  AGRICULTURAL 
COMMODITIES  ACT,  1930 . 

As  previously  announced  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act,  1930,  became  a  law  with  the  signature  of  the  President  on  June  10  of 
this  year.  This  law  is  of  extraordinary  significance  to  the  fruit  and  vege- 
table industry.  It  is  probably  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  merchandis- 
ing practices  and  policies  with  respect  to  the  distribution  of  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables  in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce.  The  Act  will  have  the  ef- 
fect of  elevating  and  standardizing  trade  practices  in  this  industry,  uniform- 
ly enforceable  by  Federal  law.  The  licensing  of  between  40,000  and  50,000 
handlers  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  and  the  handling  of  complaints  under 
this  law  presents  a  huge  administrative  task.    At  the  same  time  it  offers 
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a  wonderful  opportunity  for  service.  It  is  expected  the  administration  of 
this  law  will  become  one  of  the  major  activities  of  this  Bureau. 

The  new  law  is  to  be  administered  by  this  Bureau,  and  Mr.  Olsen 
announced  today  that  the  organization  necessary  for  its  enforcement  would  be 
developed  as  a  part  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division.  The  activities  of 
that  Division  logically  fall  into  two  groups  -  research  and  service,  and 
regulatory.  In  the  research  and  service  branch  is  carried  on  the  extensive 
market  news  and  inspection  services  and  research  in  standardization  and  mar- 
keting of  fruits  and  vegetables.  The  regulatory  branch  will  consist  of  the 
administration  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  the  Produce 
Agency  Act,  the  Standard  Container  Acts  of  1916  and  1928,  and  the  completion 
of  the  excess  wool  profits  work.  In  order  to  accomodate  the  increased  per- 
sonnel for  the  regulatory  work,  due  to  the  new  law,  arrangements  are  under 
way  to  move  most  of  the  personnel  to  new  quarters  in  the  Earle  Theatre  Build- 
ing about  August  1.  Mr.  Sherman  will  continue  as  Specialist  in  Charge  of 
the  Division. 

Mr.  Robb  has  been  made  Associate  Division  Leader  and  will  devote  most 
of  his  time  to  the  regulatory  work  of  the  Division.  All  details  of  organi- 
zation have  not  been  completed  but  it  is  planned  that  Mr.  Spilman  will  have 
immediate  responsibility  for  the  investigation  of  complaints  and  the  super- 
vision of  the  field  investigations.  Upon  the  closing  of  Center  Market 
which  is  expected  by  January  1,  it  is  planned  that  Mr.  Walleigh  will  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  work  incident  to  the  approval  of  applications  for 
licenses  and  the  issuance  of  licenses.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  large  amount 
of  legal  work  will  be  involved  in  the  administration  of  this  Act.  No  special 
arrangements  for  handling  this  work  will  be  made  at  the  present  time.  As 
six  months  is  allowed  by  the  statute  within  which  licenses  may  be  obtained 
the  limited  appropriation  now  available  will  be  needed  to  carry  on  the  licens- 
ing work  for  the  next  few  months.  Because  of  the  broad  scope  and  importance 
of  this  new  activity,  questions  of  policy  will  be  canvassed  by  a  special 
committee  designated  by  the  Chief,  and  of  which  Mr.  Kitchen,  Assistant  Chief 
in  Charge  of  Regulatory  Work,  will  be  Chairman.  Completion  of  the  entire 
organization  needed  to  enforce  the  Act  must  await  .further  appropriations. 

Rules  and  regulations  are  being  drafted.  Probably  one  or  two  pub- 
lic hearings  will  be  held  upon  them  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary for  promulgation.  Forms  for  making  applications  for  licenses  are  now 
being  circulated. 

COTTON  DIVISION  MEN  ASSISTING  WITH

Several  members  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  will  take  part 
in  a  number  of  Cotton  School  and  Farmers'  Week  programs  during  the  next 
few  weeks.  On  July  22  and  23  A.  W.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  division,  will 
appear  on  the  program  of  the  Arkansas  Cotton  School  at  Little  Rock,  Ark. 
He  will  discuss  the  two  subjects,  "Cotton  Marketing  Work  in  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics"  and  "The  Cotton  Futures  Act  and  Its  Administration." 

Carl  C.  Farrington,  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist  in  the  division, 
will  address  the  students  of  the  Cotton  School  at  Louisiana,  State  Univerity, 
Baton  Rouge,  on  July  24  and  25,  having  as  his  subjects,  "Analysis  of  Local 
Cotton  Marketing  in  Louisiana"  and  "Recent  Changes  in  World  Supply  and  Demand 
as  They  Affect  Louisiana  Cotton  Growers."    On  July  28  Mr.  Farrington  will  be

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DEALERS  AND  BUREAU  MEN  CONSIDER  REGULATIONS 

UNDER  PERISHABLE  AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES  ACT. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Bureau,  the  following  fruit  and  vegetable 
dealers  were  in  conference  with  officers  of  the  Bureau,  on  July  17,  on  the 
character  and  scope  of  the  regulations  to  be  issued  under  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act;  A.  U.  Chaney,  American  Cranberry  Exchange, 
New  York  City;  E.  W.  J.  Hearty,  of  E.  W.  J.  Hearty,  Inc.,  New  York  City;

AGRICULTURAL  LEADERS  T0_ DISCUSS_WHEAT 
"  SITUATION  IN  CENTRAL  STATES. 

The  world  wheat  situation  and  the  need  for  acreage  adjustment  by 
farmers  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Missouri  and  Kentucky,  will 
be  the  subject  of  a  conference  by  Chairman  Legge  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board 
and  Secretary  Hyde  with  agricultural  extension  leaders  at  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  August  1.  Extension  directors,  directors  of  experiment  stations, 
economists,  agronomists  and  editors,  have  been  invited  to  the  meeting  by 
Director  of  Extension  C.  W.  Warburton.  The  wheat  situation  in  the  Soft 
Winter  Wheat  Belt  and  the  changes  that  are  desirable  in  the  plans  for  fall 
seeding  by  farmers  will  be  discussed  by  speakers  from  this  Department, 
including  Mr.  Olsen  and  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine  of  this  Eureau,  and  from  the  States. 
This  conference  will  be  preliminary  to  meetings  of  farmers  to  be  held  by 
extension  agencies  at  which  the  Wheat  Outlook  will  be  discussed  in  relation 
to  the  local  problems  of  each  county. 

DELEGATION  OF  FOREIGN  ECONOMISTS 
~  TO  VISIT  THIS  DEPARTMENT. 

Agricultural  economists  from  probably  20  counties  will  spend  July  30 
and  31  in  Washington,  primarily  to  view  the  work  of  the  Department  and  to 
study  the  work  of  this  Bureau.  The  men  are  gathering  in  this  country  for  the 
International  Conference  of  Agricultural  Economists,  which  will  be  held  at 
Cornell  University  from  August  18  to  August  29.  They  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  H.  C.  M.  Case  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  President  of  the 
American  Farm  Economics  Association.  The  trip  to  Washington  follows  a  tour 
of  New  York  City,  from  July  26  to  29,  on  which  they  visited  produce  mar- 
kets and  financial  markets  of  the  metropolis. 

The  group  will  come  to  the  Bureau  on  the  morning  of  August  30  and 
be  received  by  Mr.  Olsen.  Following  a  general  statement  by  Mr.  Olsen  of 
the  objectives,  organization,  and  work  of  the  Bureau,  other  members  of  the 
staff  will  present  in  greater  detail  specific  lines  of  activity.  Mr.  Olsen 
will  also  discuss  the  Department  as  a  whole  and  the  relations  of  the  work 
in  agricultural  economics  to  that  of  other  bureaus.  At  neon  they  will  be 
entertained  at  a  luncheon  at  the  Cosmos  Club,  which  will  include  Bureau 
representatives  and  other  local  agricultural  economists.  In  the  afternoon 
they  will  meet  with  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States,   following  which  they  will  go  on  a  sightseeing  tour. 

On  July  31  the  party  will  be  free  to  visit  at  length  with  individuals 
throughout  the  Departments  or  to  spend  their  time  seeing  points  of  interest 
in  the  city. 

After  the  two-day  visit  in  Washington  these  men  will  spend  the  fol- 
lowing two  weeks  on  a  trip  through  the  central  States  as  far  west  as  Minne- 
apolis, studying  agriculture  and  visiting  the  agricultural  institutions  in 
that  region.  .

L.  C.  Gray,  "Objectives  and  Methods  in  Local  Definition  of  the  Extensive 
Margin  in  Agriculture;"  August  23,  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  "Population  Trends  in 
Relation  to  Land  Utilization,"  Asher  Hobson,  "International  Organizations 
Dealing  with  Agriculture; "  August  25,  Mr.  Olsen,  "The  purpose  and  Development 
of  Federal  Standards  and  Certification  for  Farm  Products  in  the  United 
States;"  August  26,  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  "Factors  Affecting  the  Timing  of  Wheat 
Price  Movements"  (this  subject  will  be  discussed  jointly  with  Prof.  R.  M. 
Green,  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College,  and  Holbrook  Working,  Food  Re- 
search Institute,  Stanford  University);  August  27,  F.  V.  Waugh,  "Relation 
of  Quality  to  the  Price  of  Farm  Products,"  L.  H.  Bean,  "Some  Post-War  Inter- 
relations Between  Agriculture  and  Business  in  the  United  States;"  August 
28,  W.  F.  Callander,  "Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting." 

The  first  International  Conference  of  Agricultural  Economists  was 
held  at  Dartington  Hall,  Devon,  England,  in  August,  1929,  and  was  attended 
by  representatives  from  twelve  countries,  including  about  fifteen  persons 
from  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  of  the  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  represented  this  Department.  The  meeting  was  so  successful  in 
promoting  a  better  diffusion  of  knowledge  among  the  workers  in  this  field 
that  the  committee,  composed  of  L.  K.  Elmhirst  of  Dartington  Hall,  C.  S. 
Orwin  of  Oxford  University,  and  Dr.  C.  E.  Ladd  of  Cornell  University,  was 
asked  to  arrange  for  another  conference  the  following  year. 

There  will  be  economists  from  20  foreign  countries  and  the  United 
States  at  the  conference  this  summer.  All  interested  persons  are  invited 
to  attend.  Papers  and  discussions  will  deal  with  such  problems  as  agricul- 
tural surpluses,  recent  legislation  for  the  assistance  of  agriculture  , farm 
taxation,  farm  credit,  land  utilization,  trends  in  cooperative  marketing, 
research  in  farm  management,  marketing  and  the  like. 

PAYMENT  IN  BUREAU  OF  INCREASES 
UNDER  THE  BR00KHART  ACT . 

The  Business  Manager  advises  that  in  order  to  prevent  delays  in  the 
payment  of  July  field  salaries  in  the  Bureau,  the  automatic  pay  increases 
under  the  Brookhart  Act  will  not  be  included  in  the  checks  of  July  31.  These 
increases  will  be  covered  by  separate  checks  which  will  be  issued  in  the 
near  future.  Washington  employees  will  receive  the  increases  under  the 
Act  in  their  pay  for  the  second  half  of  July. 


WESTERN  FARM  ECONOMISTS  PASS  RESOLUTIONS 

IN  CONVENTION  CONCERNING  BUREAU  WORK . 

At  the  convention  of  the  Western  Farm  Economics  Association  which 
was  held  recently  in  Utah,    two  resolutions  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  were  passed. 

In  the  first  resolution  the  Association  requests  the  division  "to 
cooperate  with  the  the  U.  S.  Reclamation  Service  in  preparing  the  schedule 
used  annually  for  obtaining  data  on  the  farm  business  from  farmers  on  the 
various  reclamation  projects." 

In  the  second  resolution  the  Association  requests  the  division  "to 
assign  a  highly  qualified  man  to  work  in  the  western  States  to  coordinate 
the  work  between  the  various  States,  and  also  to  assist  in  the  analysis 
of  the  studies  being  made  and  to  be  made  and  to  secure  more  uniformity  on 
reporting  results." 

It  is  within  the  objectives  of  the  division  to  comply  with  both  of 
these  recommendations  as  far  as  possible.  The  second  one  is  particularly 
gratifying,  inasmuch  as  the  division  has  already  organized  its  research 
program  on  the  regional  basis,  though  the  program  has  not  yet  been  fully  de- 
veloped in  the  West.  The  resolution  indicates  that  the  workers  in  those 
States  are  thinking  along  identical  lines  with  the  Bureau  in  this  field  and 
that  an  effective  cooperative  program  is  in  prospect. 

FEDERALLY  GRADED  RICE 
"  GROWS  IN  VOLUME. 

The  Bureau  has  received  a  request  from  the  Arkansas  Rice  Growers  Co- 
operative Association  for  a  Federal-State  rice  grading  service  in  Arkansas. 
This  Association  mills  the  rice  of  its  members  and  sells  it  in  milled  form 
for  the  growers.  Officials  of  the  Association  state  that  they  need  a  re- 
liable service  for  grading  the  rough  rice  that  is  delivered  to  the  Asso- 
ciation mills  by  the  grower  members  and  also  in  connection  with  the  selling 
of  the  milled  rice  in  this  country  and  abroad  on  the  basis  of  the  Federal 
standards  and  the  Federal-State  grade  certificates.  W.  D.  Smith,  of  New 
Orleans,  La.,  in  charge  of  the  field  work  of  the  rice  grading  project,  was 
in  Stuttgart,  Ark.,  last  week  and  discussed  with  officials  of  the  State  and 
the  Rice  Growers  Association,  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Products  Inspection 
Act  and  also  the  provisions  of  a  joint  Bureau-State  agreement  for  the  con- 
templated service. 

A  new  Federal-State  rice  grading  service  at  Houston,  Tex.,  covering 
milled  and  brown  rice,  has  been  arranged  between  this  Bureau  and  the  Texas 
Department  of  Agriculture.  This  new  service  will  be  inaugurated  as  soon 
as  the  State  Department  can  equip  a  rice  grading  laboratory  at  that  point. 
H,  C.  Schirmer  has  already  been  appointed  by  the  State  and  licensed  by  this 
Bureau  as  a  grader. 

In  connection  with  the  expansion  of  the  rice  grading  service  to  new 
inspection  points,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  amount  of  rice  graded 
at  the  Federal-State  inspection  laboratory  in  Beaumont,  Tex.,  has  increased 
considerably  more  than  50  per  cent  during  the  last  year,  the  second  year  in 
which  Federal  grading  has  been  in  operation  in  the  South. 

*** 

Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  received  a  letter  from  Rob  R.  Slocum 
and  Thos.  W.  Heitz,  written  on  the  S.  S.  President  Harding  the  day  before 
landing  at  Plymouth,  England.  Ihey  state  tnat  tnere  were  21  members  in 
their  party  who  were  bound  for  the  World  Poultry  Congress.  The  President 
Harding  had  received  a  radiogram  from  the  S.  S.  Duchess  of  York,  which 
sailed  from  Montreal  July  12,  stating  that  there  were  300  on  board  who  were 
on  their  way  to  the  Poultry  Congress.  Many  of  this  group  were  from  the 
United  States. 
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FARMERS  RECEIVE  SPECIAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

IN  SORTING  AND  HANDLING  THEIR  TOBACCO . 

Frank  B.  Wilkinson  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  met  at  Tifton,  Ga.,  July 
25  and  26,  with  the  tobacco  graders  who  will  represent  this  Bureau  at 
Tifton,  Douglas  and  Baxley,  Ga.  ,  and  Live  Oak,  Fla.,  to  give  the  men  final 
instructions  before  the  opening  of  these  markets  on  July  28.  E.  D.  McDowell, 
Tobacco  Marketing  Specialist,  remained  in  Georgia  to  supervise  the  grading 
work  on  these  four  markets  while  Mr.  Wilkinson  proceeded  to  South  Carolina 
to  establish  the  tobacco  grading  work  there. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  held  a  meeting  with  graders  and  county  agents  in 
Florence,  S.  C. ,  July  28.  Following  this  the  graders  scattered  out  into 
the  various  tobacco  producing  counties  in  the  State,  in  company  with  the 
respective  county  agents,  to  hold  four  grading  schools  this  week,  as  follows: 
Florence  County,  July  29-August  1,  inclusive;  Horry  County,  July  29-Aug.  1, 
inclusive;  Marion  County,  July  29-30;  Dillon  County,  July  31-August  1;  Dar- 
lington County,  July  29-31,  inclusive;  Marlboro  County,  August  1;  Williams- 
burg County,  July  29-31,  inclusive;  Georgetown  County,  August  1;  Clarendon 
County,  July  29-30;  Sumter  County,  July  31-August  1;  Lee  County, 
August  1 . 

In  each  county  meetings  have  been  scheduled  for  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing special  instructions  to  farmers  in  sorting  and  handling  their  tobacco. 
Each  meeting  will  be  in  effect  a  short  course  in  tobacco  sorting  and  grad- 
ing. The  object  is  to  foster  correct  sorting  of  the  tobacco  before  it 
leaves  the  farm,  as  a  step  in  pooling  and  marketing  the  crop  by  the  South 
Carolina  Tobacco  Growers  Cooperative  Marketing  Association.  The  Associa- 
tion will  establish  six  receiving  points,  at  which  members  may  deliver  their 
tobcco,  and  a  Federal-State  grader  will  be  stationed  at  each  point. 

The  grading  work  for  the  Association  v/ill  be  supervised  by  Wm.  R. 
Wilson,  who  was  a  grader  in  the  flue-cured  district  last  year  and  has  just 
been  appointed  Associate  Marketing  Specialist  in  the  Tobacco  Section. 

NEW  R0T0PRINT  AVAILABLE 
FOR  BUREAU  WORK. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Extension  Service,  which  furnished 
nearly  half  of  the  purchase  money,  a  new  duplex,  pneumatic  feed  Rotaprint 
Machine  was  purchased  June  30  for  the  use  of  the  Department  Addressing, 
Duplicating  and  Mailing  Section.  The  services  of  this  machine  will  be 
available  for  use  by  this  Bureau. 

The  machine  takes  a  sheet  of  paper  ll-g-"  by  16-p  and  the  printing 
service  is  10"  by  16^".  Two  letter  size  sheets  can  therefore  be  run  at  a 
time.    The  machine  uses  either  roll  paper  or  sheet  paper,  as  desired.

BUREAU  BREVITIES... 

MARKETING  CALIFORNIA  PEARS,  1929,  is  a  market  summary  recently  re- 
leased by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  This  was  prepared  by  C.  J. 
Hansen  and  0.  W.  Holmes  under  a  cooperative  arrangement  between  the  Califor- 
nia Department  of  Agriculture  and  this  Bureau. 

U,  S.  STANDARDS  FOR  AMERICAN  (EASTERN  TYPE)  BUNCH  GRAPES  (1930) 
have  been  issued  by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  Mimeographed 
copies  are  now  being  distributed. 

U.  S.  STANDARDS  FOR  CANNERY  APPLES  (1930)  in  mimeographed  form  are 
also  being  distributed  at  this  time  by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables. 

IS  THE  PURCHASING  POWER  OF  THE  FARMER'S  TOWN  DECLINING,  the  speech 
made  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin  before  the  Country  Newspaper  Department  of  the 
Advertising  Federation  of  America,  at  a  meeting  on  May  20,  has  been  mimeo- 
graphed and  may  be  had  upon  request. 

A  PROPOSED  REVISION  OF  THE  U.  S.  STANDARDS  FOR  BROOM  CORN  has  been 
issued  by  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division.  Comments  or  suggestions  for 
change,  by  the  trade  or  anyone  else  who  is  interested,  are  desired  before 
August  5.  Copies  of  the  tentatively  revised  standards  may  be  had  from  that 
division  or  from  the  Division  of  Economic  Information. 

WHERE  DOES  MICHIGAN  FARMER  GET  HIS  CASH  is  the  query  heading  an 
article  by  Irvin  Holmes,  Junior  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator  in  the  State 
of  Michigan,  which  appears  in  the  July  19  issue  of  the  Michigan  Farmer. 
Mr.  Holmes  accompanies  his  article  by  a  chart  which  portrays  graphically 
the  cash  income  returned  to  Michigan  farmers  in  1928  by  11  of  the  State's 
leading  agricultural  products,  as  estimated  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and 
Livestock  Estimates  of  this  Bureau. 

HERE  AND  THERE. 

Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  will  attend  two  meetings  in  Montana  during  August.  At  the  Annual 
Western  States  Extension  Conference  in  Bozeman,  which  will  be  held  from 
August  11  to  15,  he  will  speak  on  "The  Economic  Position  of  the  West  in 
American  Agriculture."  He  will  also  participate  in  the  meeting  in  Miles 
City,  August  18  to  21,  of  Range  Livestock  Representatives  and  the  Western 
Section  of  the  American  Society  of  Animal  Production.  En  route  west,  Dr. 
Holmes  will  visit  in  Utah,  Wyoming  and  Colorado  in  the  interest  of  the  work 
of  his  division. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  A.  J.  Ryan,  of  the  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
office,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool,  returned  to  duty  last  Satur- 
day after  an  absence  of  several  months  on  account  of  pneumonia. 
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R.  H.  Black,  of  the  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  office,  of  Grain  Investiga- 
tions, in  charge  of  the  field  work  of  grain  cleaning  investigations,  will  go 
to  the  Canadian  provinces  of  Manitoba  and  Sakatchewan  in  August  to  conduct  an 
investigation  of  mcdern  methods  and  equipment  used  for  harvesting  grain, 
which  reduce  harvesting  costs  and  increase  the  commercial  value  of  the 
grain.  These  methods  include  special  equipment  attached  to  threshing  ma- 
chines and  combines  for  cleaning  the  foreign  material  out  of  the  grain 
at  the  time  of  threshing.  Mr.  Black  will  also  investigate  the  advantages 
of  employing  the  windrow  method  of  harvesting  grain  which  contains  a  high 
proportion  of  green  weeds. 

Sincere  sympathy  is  extended  to  Miss  Carolina  G.  Towles,  Division 
of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  in  the  death  of  her  father,  Gilbert  Towles, 
on  July  23,  at  their  home  in  this  city. 

Fifteen  students  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  under  the  direction 
of  Alexander  Sturges  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research, 
conducted  a  survey  of  2000  families  in  Baltimore,  Md. ,  the  last  two  weeks  in 
June,  to  learn  how  much  milk,  butter  and  other  dairy  products  they  are  using. 
The  study  is  being  carried  on  cooperatively  between  the  Baltimore  Dairy 
Council,  the  University  of  Maryland,  and  this  Bureau. 

Kenneth  H.  Myers,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  made  the  low  net 
score  of  66  in  the  Semi-monthly  Golf  Tournament  of  the  Department,  held 
last  week. 

News  of  the  recent  illness  of  Charles  J.  Brand,  former  Chief  of 
the  Bureau,  was  received  by  the  staff  with  sympathetic  interest.  Former 
associates  were  glad  to  learn  that  he  was  able  to  leave  the  hospital  last 
Friday,  following  10  days  of  treatment. 

Walter  J.  Roth,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  returned  to 
Washington  July  23  from  two  months'  trip  in  the  States  of  Missouri,  Iowa, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Indiana,   in  the  interest  of  farm  management  work. 

Seventeen  members  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  (they  call  them- 
selves "The  Mystic  Knights  of  the  Sea")  held  their  annual  fishing  excursion 
last  week.  The  party  went  to  Soloman's  Island,  Md.,  Friday  afternccn  and 
fished  until  10  o'clock  Saturday  morning;  that  is,  some  of  them  fished  and 
at  least  one  of  them  slept,  in  spite  of  the  precarious  position  of  his  army 
cot  on  the  fishing  boat.

One  "knight"  reports  that  enough 
"good  eats"  for  double  the  number  of  the  party  was  cne  of  the  reasons  for 
the  entire  success  of  this  fishing  trip,  because  undoubtedly  plenty  of  good 
food  for  the  crew  is  as  necessary  as  a  generous  supply  of  bait. 

Oscar  Steanson,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  dislocate  his  kneecap  while  on  the  fishing  trip  with  his  asso- 
ciates last  week  end.

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C,  L.  Harlan,  Livestock  Statistician,  and  Alfred  C.  Brittain,  Assis- 
tant Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates, 
left  Washington  Friday  by  automobile  for  the  middle  western  and  western 
States  where  they  will  visit  the  division's  offices  and  livestock  markets 
to  obtain  information  as  to  the  cattle  feeding  situation  preparatory  to 
the  issuance-  of  the  report  on  the  number  of  cattle  on  feed  on  August  1. 
They  will  attend  the  annual  Western  States  Extension  Conference  at  Bozeman, 
Mont.,  August  11-15,  1930.  Following  this  meeting  they  will  proceed  to 
Denver,  Colo.,  to  assist  F.  W.  Beier,  Regional  Livestock  Estimator,  in  the 
preparation  of  a  report  as  to  the  probable  marketings  of  western  cattle  and 
sheep  this  fall.

Within  the  last  week  two  members  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Market- 
ing have  had  tonsil  operations.  George  L.  Crawford  expects  to  be  able  to 
report  to  the  office  for  part  of  today  (Tuesday).  Miss  Florena  Cleaves  is 
still  on  leave,  but  getting  along  nicely. 
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TWO  WHEAT  OUTLOOK  MEETINGS  TO  BE 

HELD  IN  NORTHWEST  THIS  MONTH. 

The  Wheat  Outlook  will  be  the  subject  of  two  special  meetings  of 
farmers,  State  Extension  leaders,  the  Federal  Farm  Board  and  this  Depart- 
ment to  be  held  at  Pendleton,  Oregon,  August  9  and  at  Spokane,  Washington, 
August  11.  Chairman  Logge  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  Secretary  Hyde,  C.  W. 
Warburton,  Director  of  Extension,  Mr.  Olsen  and  others  will  participate  in 
the  meetings. 

The  Extension  Services  of  the  Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho  Agri- 
cultural Colleges  have  made  the  local  arrangements  for  the  meetings  and 
will  discuss  the  problems  of  local  farm  management  and  adjustment  and  con- 
duct farmers  meetings  following  these  general  meetings.  The  wheat  sit- 
uation in  the  Pacific  Northwest  will  be  given  special  attention  as  well  as 
the  world-wide  conditions  that  are  facing  all  wheat  growers. 

En  route  to  the  Northwest  the  Washington  group  will  attend  a  meeting 
on  the  dairy  outlook  at  Caldwell,  Idaho,  on  August  8,  and  following  the 
meeting  at  Spokane,  Secretary  Hyde,  Chairman  Legge,  Director  Warburton  and 
Mr.  Olsen  will  attend  the  conference  at  Bozeman  of  Extension  workers  from 
the  11  western  States,  which  is  to  be  held  during  the  week  of  August  11  to 
16. 

EXPEPIMENTAL  COTTON  GIN  WILL 

~  BE  ESTABLISHED  IN  MISSISSIPPI. 

The  experimental  cotton  gin  and  laboratory  authorized  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress  will  be  erected  by  this  Department  on  a  site  made  avail- 
able by  the  Mississippi  Delta  Branch  Experiment  Station,  according  to  an 
announcement  made  last  week  by  Secretary  Hyde.  Construction  and  equipment 
of  the  laboratory  will  begin  at  an  early  date  in  order  that  the  experimental 
work  may  be  started  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  present  season. 

Through  the  efforts  of  agricultural  engineers,  fiber  analysts,  and 
agronomists  the  Department  expects  to  develop  some  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  cotton  ginning  and  cleaning  and  tc  promote  a  more  exact  under- 
standing of  relationships  between  the  properties  and  conditions  of  seed 
cotton,  the  mechanical  conditions  of  ginning,  and  the  resulting  quality  of 
ginned  lint.  Methods  of  fiber  analysis  recently  developed  by  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing  will  be  employed  in  measuring  the  effect  of  different 
conditions,  both  of  seed  cotton  and  of  mechanical  equipment,  and  the  division 
will  be  charged  with  all  the  work  of  fiber  analysis  in  the  experimental 
program. 

Cotton  growers  and  manufacturers  as  well  as  ginners  and  gin  manufac- 
turers have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  ginning  studies  to  be  un- 
dertaken and  their  desire  to  make  use  of  information  developed.  The  de- 
partment believes  that  the  improvement  of  ginning  is  a  field  in  which  the

interests  cf  growers,  ginners,  distributors,  and  manufacturers  are  in  com- 
plete accord,  and  it  expects  that  the  results  obtained  at  the  ginning  lab- 
oratory will  contribute  materially  to  the  improvement  of  the  spinning  quality 
of  American  cotton. 

FRED  J.   BLAIR ,  A  VETERAN 
WORKER,  RETIRES. 

Fred  J.  Blair,  member  of  the  crop  estimating  staff  for  27  years, 
retired  on  July  31.  He  is  the  first  Bureau  employee  to  leave  the  service 
under  the  new  retirement  legislation. 

Mr.  Blair  has  spent  more  than  35  years  in  Government  work.  Ke  was 
appointed  in  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  May,  1890,  where  he  remained  until 
August,  1894.  Out  of  the  service  for  about  5  years,  he  re-entered  in  the 
War  Department  in  July,  1899,  where  he  continued  to  work  until  his  appoint- 
ment in  this  Department  in  July,  1903,  in  the  former  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

Mr.  Blair  has  rendered  a  fine  quality  of  service  to  the  crop  esti- 
mating work.  He  excelled  as  an  executive  in  his  ability  to  organize  work 
and  to  develop  the  clerks  under  him.  About  17  years  ago  he  inaugurated 
the  reports  on  truck  and  canning  crops,  of  which  work  he  was  in  charge 
until  a  year  ago.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  also  in  charge  of  the  tabu- 
lating and  computing  section  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates. 

Mr.  Blair  has  bought  a  home  in  Florida  and  plans  to  spend  most  of 
his  time  in  that  State.  His  numerous  friends  in  the  Bureau  wish  for  him 
many  years  of  well  earned  rest.

ECONOMISTS  FROM  SEVERAL 

COUNTRIES  VISIT  BUREAU. 

A  group  of  17  economists  representing  several  countries  visited 
Washington  July  30  and  July  31,  while  on  a  tour  of  the  United  States  in  ad- 
vance of  the  International  Conference  of  Agricultural  Economists  to  be  held 
at  Cornell  University  August  18-29.  The  group  were  received  in  the  Bureau 
on  July  30  by  Mr.  Olsen  and  staff.  Following  a  short  talk  by  Mr.  Olsen  about 
the  Bureau  work,  remarks  were  made  by  Mr.  Englund,  W.  A.  Sherman,  Dr.  C.  J. 
Galpin,  W.  F.  Callander  and  Mr.  Marquis.  The  men  visited  the  new  adminis- 
tration building  of  the  Department  and  were  received  by  Assistant  Secretary 
Dunlap.     Before  leaving  the  Department  a  photograph  was  taken  of  the  party. 

At  noon,  division  leaders  of  the  Bureau  entertained  the  foreign 
economists  and  economists  from  other  Departments  at  a  luncheon  at  the  Cosmos 
Club.  In  the  afternoon  the  foreign  group  visited  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  later  went  sightseeing.  Several  had  special  interviews  with  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  on  July  31. 

The  party  left  Washington  for  a  western  trip,  which  will  include 
Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  where  they  will  visit  farms 
and  State  agricultural  colleges  before  returning  to  Cornell  University  on 
August  18.

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BUREAU  COOPERATES  IN 

STUDY  IN  KENTUCKY. 

Field  work  on  a  cooperative  study  between  the  Kentucky  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  the  Bureau  of  Home 
Economics,  and  the  Forest  Service,  in  Knott  County,  Kentucky,  was  begun 
July  15,  1930.  Three  divisions  of  this  Bureau  are  engaged  on  this  study, 
namely,  the  Divisions  of  Land  Economics,  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life, 
and  Farm  Management  and  Costs. 

This  work  will  continue  for  approximately  three  months  and  will 
cover  an  area  of  100,000  acres,  at  least,  in  Knott  County.  Information 
will  be  obtained  by  magisterial  districts,  which  coincide  with  the  enumer- 
ation districts  of  the  Census.  This  will  provide  an  excellent  basis  for 
utilizing  the  data  of  the  1930  Census  to  extend  the  results  of  the  study 
to  the  county  as  a  whole. 

The  objectives  of  the  study  are,  broadly,  to  evaluate  the  economic 
and  social  opportunities  of  the  farm  population:  (a)  on  the  basis  of  the 
use  they  are  now  making  of  their  resources:  (b)  on  the  basis  of  better 
adjustments  to  and  utilization  of  the  available  resources;  and  to  provide 
the  basic  data  necessary,  and  to  formulate  a  program  designed  to  facili- 
tate the  economic,  social  and  educational  adjustments  necessary  to  a  more 
effective  utilization  of  resources.  The  present  uses  will  be  determined 
by  careful  mapping  of  the  areas.  The  prospective  use  will  require  care- 
ful analysis  of  the  comparative  advantage  of  using  lands  of  different  char- 
acteristics for  agriculture,  forestry,  grazing,  etc. 

The  present  study  is  essentially  a  continuation  of  a  similar  study 
conducted  in  Laurel  County,  Kentucky,  in  the  summer  of  1928,  in  which  the 
Divisions  of  Land  Economics,  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  Farm  Population 
and  Rural  Life,  of  this  Bureau,  cooperated  with  the  Kentucky  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station.  Two  bulletins  presenting  partial  results  of  the  Laurel 
County  study  have  been  submitted  for  publication  by  the  Kentucky  Experiment 
Station.    A  third  bulletin  will  be  completed  this  summer. 

Two  types  of  settlement  are  broadly  characteristic  of  the  Kentucky 
mountain  area  -  the  "ridge  top"  settlements,  of  which  Laurel  County  may  be 
taken  as  typical,  and  the  "creek  bottom"  settlements,  of  which  Knott  County 
is  an  example.  This  broad  difference  is  one  factor  leading  to  the  choice 
of  Knott  County  for  the  present  study. 

There  are  no  railroads  and  less  than  15  miles  of  improved  dirt  road  in 
Knott  County  at  present.  A  large  part  of  the  field  work  must  be  done  on 
horseback.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  first  10  days'  work,  between  10,000  and 
15,000  acres  of  land  had  been  mapped  showing  forested  areas  by  types  of 
stand,  open  pasture,  and  crop  land.  In  addition  preliminary  data  on  farm 
acreage,  farm  abandonment,  accessibility,  and  occupancy  had  been  obtained 
from  250  farms.  Not  less  than  300  farm  management  and  family  living  records 
will  be  obtained.  Some  250  plots  will  be  studied  to  determine  rates  of 
growth  for  different  types  of  timber  stands  in  the  area.  A  special  study 
will  also  be  made  of  population  groupings  and  population  movements,  and 
industries,  handicrafts,  and  trade  centers  will  be  analyzed  with  particular 
reference  to  community  organization  and  development.

Mr.  Kitchen,  W.  A.  Sherman,  F.  G.  Robb,  R.  R.  Pailthorp  and  Frederick 
A.  Motz  will  attend  the  International  Apple  Association  Meeting  in  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan,  August  12-15.  Mr.  Kitchen  is  on  the  program  for  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  1930.  On  the  way 
to  the  meeting  Messrs.  Kitchen,  Sherman  and  Robb  will  stop  off  in  Chicago 
to  hold  public  hearings  on  the  proposed  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secre- 
tary under  the  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  in  the  South  Water  Market  club 
rooms. 

W.  F.  Callander,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates,  returned  last  week  from  a  trip  through  the  corn  belt  States 
in  the  interest  of  the  enlarged  dairy  statistics  program.  He  came  from 
Des  Moines,  la.,  through  southern  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio  and  parts  of 
Kentucky,  West  Virginia  and  Virginia  where  he  found  drouth  conditions  ex- 
tremely serious.  Pasturage  conditions,  he  says,  are  deplorable,  and  many 
farmers  are  using  their  winter  feed  to  maintain  their  stock  at  the  present 
time.  In  some  of  these  sections  practically  all  the  feed  of  some  of  the 
farms  will  be  gone  before  winter.  The  blue  grass  pastures  around  Lexington, 
Ky.,  which  are  usually  in  good  condition  at  this  time  of  the  year,  are 
absolutely  parched.  There  has  been  no  rain  to  speak  of  in  this  section  since 
March.  Conditions  in  northern  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Iowa  are 
still  rather  good.

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B0ARD_0F  COTTON  EXAMINERSIS 

ESTABLISHED  AT  MEMPHIS ,  TENNESSEE. 

The  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  has  established  a  Board  of  Super- 
vising Cotton  Examiners  at  Memphis,   Tenn.,   with  W.   E.   Dent  as  chairman. 
Mr.  Dent  was  formerly  chairman  of  the  United  States  Board  of  Cotton  Examin- 
ers at  Houston,  Tex.     A.  C.  Poulton  will  succeed  Mr.  Dent  as  chairman  at 
Houston.     It  will  be   recalled  that  Mr.    Poulton  was  chairman  at  Houston 
some  years  ago  and  that  he  resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  Havre,  France, 
as  a   representative  of  the  American  Cotton  Shippers  Association  on  the 
Arbitration  Appeals  Committee.     He  returned  to  the  service  last  year  and 
has  been  until  recently  attached  to  the  Board  of  Cotton  Examiners  at  New 
Orleans . 

The  duties  of  the  board  at  Memphis  will  be  to  serve  as  a  branch  of  »> 
the  Washington  Appeal  Board  of  Review  Examiners  in  applying  uniformly  in  c_« 
the   field  the  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United  States,   under  the 
United  States  Cotton  Standards  Act,   the  United  States  Cotton  Futures  Act, 
the  United  States  Warehouse  Act,   and  the  Act  of  March  3,   1927.,  providing  .. 
for  the  collection  and  publication  of  statistics  concerning  the  grade  and 
staple  length  of  cotton  in  the  ginned  crop  and  carryover. 

Specific  activities  of  the  new  board  will  include  supervision  of  the     C"  -  - 
work  of  the  180  cotton  classifiers  now  licensed  under  the  Cotton  Standards     o  5 
Act  and  the  Warehouse  Act.     The  Board  of  Supervising  Cotton  Examiners  will     .    h.  ! 
also  supervise  the  grade  and  staple  determinations  of  the  cotton  classifi-     o  "  ! 
cation  committees  employed  in  the  work  of  estimating  the  grade  and  staple 
length  of  the  carryover  and  of  the  crop  from  season  to  season,   and  the 
classification  by  boards  of  cotton  examiners  in  the  field  under  the  Cotton 
Futures  Act  and  the  Cotton  Standards  Act.     The  new  board  will  confine  its 
activities  solely  to  supervisory  work  and  will  not  issue  or  review  cer- 
tificates of  classification.     Other  field  boards  created  for  that  purpose 
will  continue  to  perform  these  service  functions.     For  some  years  Boards 
of  Supervising  Cotton  Examiners  have  been  maintained  in  New  York,  N.  Y., 
New  Orleans,  La.,  Houston,  Tex.,   and  Galveston,   Tex.,   and  more  recently, 
similar  offices  have  been  opened  in  Norfolk,   Va.  ,   Charleston,   S.   C,  and 
Savannah,  Ga. 

Licensed  cotton  classifiers  have  been  invited  by  Arthur  W.  Palmer, 
in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  to  meet  with  the  new  board 
in  the  bureau's  cotton  offices,  Rooms  1101-4,  Falls  Building,  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  on  August  11  and  12.  At  this  meeting  licensed  classers  are  being 
made  familiar  with  the  functions  and  methods  of  the  supervisory  board.  The 
responsibilities  of  licensed  cotton  classifiers  will  also  be  discussed,  and 
certain  technical  questions  relating  to  the  application  of  the  official 
cotton  standards  of  the  United  States  will  be  considered.  In  addition  to 
W.  E.  Dent  and  other  members  of  the  supervising  board,   the  Bureau  will  be 
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represented  at  the  conference  by  Arthur  W.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing,  H.  C.  Siade,  leader  of  cotton  standardization  and  clas- 
sification activities  of  the  division,  and  R.E.  Betts,  agricultural  economist. 

The  newly  established  facilities  for  supervising  licensees  and  the 
coming  meeting  are  in  line  with  the  general  policy  of  the  Department  in  its 
administration  of  regulatory  legislation,  namely,  to  work  with  those  con- 
cerned, in  an  effort  to  avoid  irregularities,  rather  than  to  wait  until 
infractions  occur  and  initiate  corrective  measures. 

BUREAU  SENDS  ASSISTANTS  TO  SCHOOLS 
FOR  NEGRO  EXTENSION  AGENTS. 

Two  members  of  the  Bureau  have  been  designated  to  take  part  in  the 
programs  of  three  summer  schools  for  negro  extension  agents  this  month. 
The  schools  will  be  held  from  August  4  to  30,  inclusive,  at  the  negro  land- 
grant  institutions  at  Orangeburg,  S.  C;  Prairie  View,  Texas;  and  Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  will 
discuss  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  particularly  the 
Outlook  work,  and  its  significance  to  farmers  and  extension  workers;  and 
farm  organization,  particularly  for  the  purchase  of  home  supplies  and  cash 
crops.  V.  N.  Valgren  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  will  discuss 
farm  credit  and  farm  insurance.  Mr,  Valgren  was  on  the  program  at  Orange- 
burg on  August  9  and  at  Nashville,  August  11,  and  will  take  part  in  the  pro- 
gram at  Prairie  View  on  August  25.  Dr.  Spillman  was  on  the  program  at 
Orangeburg  on  August  11,  and  will  assis  t  at  Nashville,  August  13,  and  at 
Prairie  View  on  August  15. 

The  plans  for  the  establishment  of  these  summer  schools  for  negro 
extension  agents  were  worked  out  by  a  committee  of  the  Office  of  Cooperative 
Work  in  cooperation  with  directors  of  extension  in  the  southern  States  and 
Presidents  of  negro  land-grant  colleges.  The  movement  is  sponsored  by  the 
Julius  Rosenwald  Fund,  of  which  Alfred  K.  Stern  is  the  director.  An  appro- 
priation of  $20,000  has  already  been  made  by  the  Julius  Rosenwald  Committee 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  three  schools.  Each  school 
will  receive  such  portion  of  this  appropriation  as  may  be  needed  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  teacher,  purchase  of  equipment,  and  other  expenses. 

Uniform  courses  of  two  to  four  weeks  are  offered  at  the  three  in- 
stitutions in  the  following  subjects:  Dairying;  poultry; swine;  cotton; 
soils;  fertilizers;  and  crops;  home  gardening  and  fruits;  agricultural 
engineering;  farm  machinery;  home  and  community  beaut if icat ion;  rural  sani- 
tation and  improvement;  foods — -canning,  dieting,  selection,  and  the  like; 
news  writing  and  reports;  extension  methods,  including  organization  and 
demonstrations;  agricultural  economics,  emphasizing  farm  management,  co- 
operative marketing,  and  farm  finance;  and  a  special  course  for  supervisors. 
Variation  in  the  subjects  is  being  made  to  meet  conditions  peculiar  to  the 
section  in  which  the  school  is  located. 

STUDY  MADE  OF  HAY  CURING 
AND  STORAGE  METHODS. 

Plans  have  just  been  completed  by  the  Hay,   Feed  and  Seed  Division 
for  an  alfalfa  hay  curing  and  marketing  project  with  the  Nebraska  Agricul- 
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tural  Experiment  Station. 

The  hay  curing  and  storing  practices  as  followed  at  present  in  the 
Platte  Valley  of  Nebraska  will  be  studied  and  the  effect  of  such  practices 
on  the  quality  of  the  market  hay  will  be  determined.  At  present  some  of 
the  alfalfa  hay  in  Nebraska  is  of  poor  quality  because  of  the  presence  of 
mold  in  the  hay.  This  condition  seems  to  occur  during  the  autumn  and  winter 
months  while  the  hay  is  in  the  stack,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  study 
to  attempt  to  determine  the  cause  of  this  condition  and  to  develop  methods 
of  alfalfa  hay  storage  that  will  prevent  this  spoilage  in  the  stack. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE 

~  IN  MAFKETING  EMPHASIZED  IN  RESOLUTION. 

The  Seed  Verification  Service  of  the  Bureau,  in  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  western  regional  division  of  the  International  Crop  Improvement  As- 
sociation, has  been  asked  to  help  control  the  sale  of  affidavit  Grimm  alfalfa 
seed,  which  has  been  in  direct  competition  with  State  certified  or  registered 
seed.  Because  85  per  cent  or  more  of  the  alfalfa  seed  produced  in  central 
and  northern  districts  is  handled  by  verif ied-origin  seed  dealers  who  are 
^required  to  furnish  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates  for  all  lots  of  veri- 
fied-origin  seed,  that  Association  feels  that  the  tag  certificates  which  ac- 
company affidavit  alfalfa  have  aided  in  the  sale  of  a  large  quantity  of  this 
seed.  Accordingly,  that  Association,  at  a  meeting  held  on  July  29  at  Boze- 
man,  Montana,  at  which  G.  C.  Edler,  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  explained 
the  attitude  of  the  Seed  Verification  Service  with  reference  to  affidavit 
alfalfa,   embodied  the  following  points,   among  others,   in  its  resolution: 

(1)  "That  a  uniform  affidavit  be  drawn  up  by  the  Seed  Verification 
Service  for  the  approval  of  the  certification  agencies,  (2)  that  only  such 
Grimm,  Cossack  or  Hardigan  alfalfa  as  is  covered  by  this  form  of  affidavit 
(or  by  a  State  certificate)  be  eligible  to  carry  a  verif ied-origin  seed  cer- 
tificate, (3)  that  a  separate  verification  tag  be  used  for  this  seed,  and  (4) 
that  the  Seed  Verification  Service  make  a  complete  check  of  all  such  seed 
handled. " 

In  order  to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  subject  from  the 
verif ied-origin  seed  dealers,  copies  of  the  resolution  and  of  a  query  per- 
taining to  it  have  been  sent  to  these  dealers.  The  matter  emphasizes  the 
fact  that  State  agencies  and  others  realize  more  than  ever  before  the  im- 
portance of  the  Seed  Verification  Service  in  the  marketing  of  alfalfa  seed.

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FARM  PAPER  DIRECTS  SUBSCRIBER  TO  BUREA  U 
SERVICE  UNDER  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT. 

The  following  article  appears  in  the  July  19  issue  of  The  Michigan 
Farmer,  under  the  title,  "Got  His  Money:" 

"'The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  collectd  $84.50  from  a  Chicago 
commission  house  for  me.    Thank  you  for  directing  me  to  them.     G.  B. ' 

"This  subscriber  refers  to  a  difficulty  he  was  having  in  getting 
a  correct  accounting  from  a  Chicago  commission  firm  to  which  he  consigned 
produce.  Like  the  majority  of  shippers  he  was  not  aware  that  among  our 
Federal  laws  is  the  so-called  Produce  Agency  Act  which  requires  commis- 
sion firms  to  make  a  correct  accounting  on  all  inter-state  produce  shipments. 
We  were  glad  to  advise  him  of  the  act  and  provide  him  with  the  necessary 
forms  to  be  filled  out  and  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
with  the  results  set  forth  above.  We  have  a  good  supply  of  these  blanks  on 
hand  at  all  times  for  our  subscribers  and  shall  be  very  glad  to  help  them 
file  their  claims  in  every  case  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
We  are  advised  by  the  bureau  that  four  different  commission  merchants  have 
pleaded  guilty  and  paid  fines  in  U.  S.  district  courts  as  a  result  of  com- 
plaints made  to  the  bureau  by  farmer  shippers." 

CORRECT  FORMS  SHOULD  BE  USED 
WHEN  SOLICITING  BIDS. 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  f^ct  that  considerable 
delay  and  unnecessary  correspondence  is  constantly  taking  place  through  the 
failure  of  field  offices  to  use  the  proper  forms  when  requesting  bids  for 
moving  household  goods,  for  garage  rent,  and  other  purposes.  All  offices 
should  be  provided  with  a  supply  of  Standard  Form  No.  33,  Standard  Government 
Short  Form  Contract.  Two  variations  of  this  form  are  available  for  the 
packing  and  drayage  of  household  goods  to  be  moved  by  rail  and  for  the  pack- 
ing and  hauling  of  such  goods  through  to  destination  by  motor  van.  Offices 
should  keep  a  supply  of  each  of  these  three  forms  on  hand,  as  they  must  be 
used  in  all  cases  in  the  future  where  the  soliciting  of  bids  is  to  be  done 
by  the  field  offices.  In  every  case  where  there  is  sufficient  time,  the 
necessary  information,  together  with  a  list  of  prospective  bidders,  should 
be  furnished  the  Washington  office,  in  order  that  the  proposals  may  be  sent 
out  from  the  Division  of  Purchase,  Sales,  and  Traffic  of  the  Department. 
When  proposals  are  submitted  to  local  bidders  by  field  offices  care  must  be 
taken,  of  course,  to  see  that  they  are  identical  in  every  respect  as  to 
specifications  and  opening  date.

THE  POULTRY  INDUSTRY  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  a  special  report  supple- 
menting the  Exhibit  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  Fourth  World's 
Poultry  Congress,  carried  to  London  greetings  of  the  Secretary  in  behalf  of 
the  industry  in  this  country.

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GRADES  FOR  CERTAIN  CANNED  FOODS 
PROMULGATED  BY  SECRETARY. 

Official  grades  for  canned  corn  (both  whole  grain  and  cream  slyle) 
and  canned  peas  were  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  August 
13. 

Grades  for  all  canned  foods  (fruits  and  vegetables)  are  being  de- 
veloped in  this  Bureau  for  use  in  connection  with  the  Administration  of 
the  United  States  Warehouse  Act.  The  grades  mentioned  are  the  first  to 
be  officially  promulgated.  Other  grades,  now  tentative,  will  soon  be  sub- 
mitted for  promulgation. 

The  grades  are  the  outgrowth  of  much  work  with  the  cannery,  whole- 
sale grocery,  chain  store,  and  retail  grocery  trades,  as  well  as  canned 
foods  brokers.  They  have  been  extensively  used  in  commercial  fields,  several 
million  cases  of  canned  foods  having  been  graded  under  them  and  stored  in 
licensed  warehouses  during  each  of  the  past  three  years.  Millions  of  dollars 
have  been  loaned  by  banks  on  the  basis  of  Federal  warehouse  receipts  for 
canned  foods,  the  grades  thereon  having  been  determined  in  accordance  with 
the  tentative  grades. 

A  number  of  large  buyers  are  making  extensive  use  of  them.  The 
grades  for  canned  peas  were  adopted  as  the  official  Wisconsin  State  grades 
more  than  two  years  ago.  It  is  thought  that  at  least  one-third  of  the 
Wisconsin  pack  of  peas,  which  will  probably  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  nine 
million  cases   this  year,    will  be  graded  in  accordance  with   the  grades. 

H.  S.  Yohe,  in  charge  of  the  Administration  of  the  United  States 
Warehouse  Act,  and  Paul  M.  Williams,  who  has  given  the  grading  work  es- 
pecial attention,  report  that  they  have  received  most  helpful  support  and 
invaluable  assistance  from  the  canning  trade,  as  well  as  from  governmental 
institutions . 

The  Tri-State  Packers  Association,  embracing  the  canners  of  the 
States  of  Delaware,  Maryland  and  New  Jersey,  have  been  very  actively  iden- 
tified with  the  movement  to  develop  official  grades.  The  National  Canners 
Association  and  various  sectional  canners  associations  have  been  keenly  alive 
to  the  needs  of  the  industry  for  official  grades. 

The  recently  enacted  amendment  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Act  which  com- 
pels the  labeling  of  off-grade  or  substandard  canned  foods,  which  also 
has  the  hearty  support  of  the  National  Canners  Association,  is  evidence 
of  the  canners'  interest  in  standardization  matters.  The  amendment  to  the 
Food  and  Drug  Act,  and  the  minimum  standards  which  may  be  promulgated  there- 
under, are  not  to  be  confused  with  the  grades  just  promulgated.  The  "stand- 
ard" under  that  Act  serves  an  entirely  different  purpose. 
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MR.  SARLE  GOES  TO 

FEDERAL  FARM  BOARD. 

Charles  Faye  Sarle,  Senior  Agricultural  Economist,  became  a  member 
of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  on  August  12  through  a  transfer  from  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.  He  has  taken  the  position  which  Dr.  Morde- 
cai  Ezekiel  has  relinquished,  of  assistant  to  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Davis,  Chief 
Economist  of  the  Farm  Board.  Under  a  fellowship  awarded  by  the  John  Guggen- 
heim Memorial  Foundation,  Doctor  Ezekiel  will  go  to  Europe  to  study  the 
methods  used  by  governmental  agencies  in  leading  countries,  in  regulating 
economic  activity,  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  relative  effectiveness  of 
those  methods  in  directing  various  types  of  industries.  He  expects  to  be 
abroad  for  a  year. 

Like  Doctor  Ezekiel,  Mr.  Sarle  will  act  as  contact  man  between  the 
Bureau  and  the  Board,  and  will  assist  the  Board  members  to  make  the  full- 
est use  of  the  economic  information  collected  and  released  by  the  Bureau. 
He  will  also  maintain  contacts  with  the  research  projects  which  the  Bu- 
reau is  conducting  along  lines  of  interest  to  the  Board. 

Mr.  Sarle  entered  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  as  Scientific  Assis- 
tant in  November,  1916,  and  was  assigned  to  field  work  in  West  Virginia  under 
a  cooperative  arrangement  with  the  Agricultural  College  and  Experiment  Sta- 
tion of  that  State.  In  April,  1918,  he  volunteered  for  military  service  and 
was  placed  in  the  photographic  section  of  the  Air  Division  of  the  Signal 
Corps.  He  served  as  an  enlisted  man  during  a  period  of  intensive  train- 
ing until  he  secured  a  commission  and  was  placed  in  the  Reserve  Corps. 
He  remained  there  until  he  was  mustered  out,  early  in  January,  1919.  Shortly 
thereafter  he  was  reinstated  in  his  former  position  in  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management.  In  September,  1919,  he  resigned  to  become  a  vocational  agricul- 
tural teacher  under  the  Smith-Hughes  Act,  in  the  Indianola  High  School, 
Indianola,  la.  After  teaching  for  three  years,  Mr.  Sarle  re-entered  the 
Government  service  in  September,  1922,  to  become  Agricultural  Statistician 
for  Iowa  in  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.  He  was  brought 
into  the  Washington  office  of  that  division  in  July,  1924,  where  he  has  been 
continuously  employed  as  Statistician  until  his  recent  transfer. 

Mr.  Sarle  has  extended  his  acquaintance  and  popularity  in  the  Bureau 
through  the  special  statistical  courses  which  he  has  conducted  for  the  last 
four  years  for  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.  This  instruc- 
tion was  given  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  field  statisticians,  but  members 
of  the  division  in  Washington  also  have  attended  the  classes. 

Mr.  Sarle  has  a  B.  S.  degree  for  Cornell  University  and  an  M.  S.  de- 
gree from  Drake  University.  Last  year  he  was  awarded  a  scholarship  by  the 
Social  Science  Research  Council,  under  which  he  entered  Columbia  University 
and  completed  two  semesters  of  graduate  work. 

FORCE  PUTS  IN  MANY  H0URS__0F 

OVERTIME  ON  DROUTH  SURVEY. 

.  Last  week  employees  of  several  divisions  of  this  Bureau  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  the  Extension  Service  digested 
several  hundred  messages  concerning  the  drouth  situation.     Officials  and 
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clerks  put  in  many  hours  of  overtime  on  this  work.  The  information  was 
card-indexed  by  counties,  as  well  as  information  furnished  by  crop  reporters 
on  the  condition  of  crops,  and  data  of  a  general  nature  compiled  from  the 
census  of  1925,  so  that  there  is  now  available  a  card  containing  very  com- 
plete and  up-to-date  information  for  each  county. 

The  information  was  tabulated  on  sheets,  then  typed,  and  finally 
duplicated  in  the  photographic  laboratory.  Wednesday  night  George  Duval, 
Jr.,  and  J.  C.  Carter  printed,  developed  and  dried  about  130  photostat  copies 
of  the  tabulated  sheets. 

The  material  was  graphically  portrayed  in  color  on  a  large  wall 
map  for  the  use  of  Secretary  Hyde  at  the  President's  conference  of  Govern- 
ors. Mrs.  Marie  P.  Tucker  of  the  Graphics  Section  did  the  color  work.  The 
same  information  was  also  portrayed  on  a  smaller  map  by  cross-hatching. 
R.  G.  Hainsworth  worked  until  2.00  a.m.  Thursday  in  order  to  have  this  map 
ready  for  rotoprinting  for  the  President's  conference  and  for  the  newspapers 
Thursday  morning. 

On  the  basis  of  all  the  information  collected,  the  Bureau  indicated 
to  Secretary  Hyde  which  counties  are  most  in  need  of  the  50  per  cent  re- 
duction in  freight  rates  offered  by  the  American  Railway  Association  on 
feed  shipped  in  and  livestock  shipped  out  of  farming  communities. 


MR.  WILKINSON  STARTS  SEASON'S  TOBACCO 
GRADING  SERVICE  IN  THREE  STATES. 

Frank  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  returned  to  Washington 
August  13  after  spending  about  two  weeks  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and 
Florida  inaugurating  the  service  in  tobacco  grading  for  this  year.  The 
service  was  provided  on  three  markets  in  Georgia  and  one  in  Florida.  In 
South  Carolina  graders  are  busy  at  all  the  receiving  stations  for  the  newly 
organized  South  Carolina  Tobacco  Growers  Cooperative  Marketing  Association, 
and  Mr.  Wilkinson  feels  that  a  fine  piece  of  work  is  being  done. 

In  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  receiving  stations  the  graders, 
eight  in  number,  were  assembled  at  Florence  for  instructions.  County  agents 
from  all  the  tobacco-producing  counties  in  South  Carolina  met  there  at  the 
same  time.  At  the  close  of  the  conference  the  county  agents,  accompanied 
by  graders,  scattered  into  the  country  where  a  series  of  six  farmers'  meet- 
ings were  scheduled.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  was  to  enable  the  graders 
to  work  directly  with  the  growers  and  give  them  first-hand  instructions  in 
sorting  their  tobacco,  so  that  it  might  be  delivered  to  the  Association 
warehouses  in  the  best  possible  condition  for  grading  and  pooling. 

In  addition  to  this  Mr.  Wilkinson  got  out  a  mimeograph  circular 
entitled,  "Suggestions  in  Regard  to  Sorting,  Tying,  Conditioning,  and  Pre- 
paring Flue-cured  Tobacco  for  Market."  This  circular  was  given  wide  dis- 
semination among  the  Association  members,  and  together  with  the  meetings  had 
a  fine  effect. 
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THREE  MORE  CITIES  SOON  TOHAVE 
"  GOVERNMENT*  GRADED  BEEF. 

Upon  returning  to  the  office  last  week  after  an  extended  field  trip, 
W.  C.  Davis,  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,  reported  that  in 
Detroit,  Mich.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  he  found  the  demand 
for  the  beef  grading  service  so  urgent,  that  the  division  has  decided  to 
start  this  work  in  those  cities  at  a  very  early  date.  Mr.  Davis  inter- 
viewed representatives  of  packing  houses,  hotels,  and  restaurant  supply 
houses,  and  of  the  retail  meat  dealers  organizations  and  stewards  associa- 
tions, and  found  that  they  all  wanted  this  service  made  available  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  prospects  in  Detroit  are  particularly  bright  for  this  work. 
The  division  has  virtually  been  assured  that  sufficient  beef  will  be  of- 
fered for  grading  and  stamping  to  make  the  service  in  that  city  self-support- 
ing from  the  very  outset. 

The  interest  on  the  part  of  small  packers  in  the  Government  beef 
grading  service  is  outstanding,  Mr.  Davis  says.  The  most  generous  offers 
of  cooperation  were  made  to  him  by  packer  representatives  to  get  the  serv- 
ice for  their  cities. 

The  division  plans  to  inaugurate  the  work  in  St.  Louis  about  Sep- 
tember 15.  W.  W.  Wheeler,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  New  York  grading 
service  of  the  division  will  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  beef  grading  work 
in  St.  Louis.  D.  A.  Ford,  who  has  been  on  the  grading  work  in  Chicago,  will 
be  transferred  to  Detroit.  John  L.  Glover  will  be  transferred  from  Kansas 
City  to  Buffalo  to  handle  the  new  work.  Appointments  of  additional  beef 
graders  will  be  made  to  fill  other  assignments. 

While  on  his  recent  trip  Mr.  Davis  met  in  St.  Louis  with  the  St. 
Louis  Stewards  Club,  of  which  there  are  125  members,  representing  prac- 
tically all  the  restaurants,  hotels  and  clubs  in  that  city.  These  members 
decided  that  just  as  soon  as  the  service  is  made  available  there,  they  will 
purchase  only  Government  graded  and  stamped  beef  for  their  establishments. 
Before  the  work  is  started  in  St.  Louis,  the  retail  meat  dealers  and  retail 
grocers  of  that  city  will  hold  a  joint  mass  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the 
service,  in  order  to  acquaint  their  representatives  with  the  advantages  of 
handling  Government  graded  beef. 

STUDY  MADE  AS  BASIS  FOR  LAND  CLASSIFICATION 

AND  REGIONAL  PLANNING  PROGRAM  IN  NEW  YORK. 

The  Division  of  Land  Economics  is  cooperating  with  the  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Agricultural  Experiment  Station  on  a  project  involving  field  work 
in  Tompkins  County  during  the  present  summer.  The  work  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide a  basis  for  an  extensive  land  classification  and  regional  planning 
program  in  New  York  State.  Dr.  Carleton  P.  Barnes  of  the  division  is  repre- 
senting the  Bureau  on  this  study.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

MARKET  DEMAND  FOR  CANNED  FIGS,  a  preliminary  report  by  R.  L.  Spangler, 
is  a  summary  of  a  study  of  trade  preferences  for  canned  figs  which  was  con- 
ducted during  the  spring  of  1930,  in  six  representative  northeastern  and 
middle-western  cities;  namely,  Boston,  Mass.,  New  York,  N.  Y.  ,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Chicago,  111.,  and  Washington,  D.  C.

A  number  of  Bureau  men  are  taking  part  in  the  International  Conference 
of  Agricultural  Economists,  being  held  in  Ithaca,  N.Y. ,  this  week  and  next 
week.  A  list  of  Bureau  men  who  are  on  the  program  and  their  topics  was  given 
in  the  B.  A.  E.  News  of  July  29.  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin,  with  whom  arrangements 
have  just  been  completed  to  give  an  address  at  the  meeting,  will  on  August  22 
present   the  subject,    "Research  in  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Sociology."

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POTATO  COMMITTEE  REVIEWS  YEAR'S  WORK , 
NEW  COMMITTEE  ELECTS  SECRETARY. 


The  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  of  the  Southeast,  on  which  this 
Bureau  has  representation,  had  an  important  meeting  on  August  18  in  the  of- 
fice of  Dr.  C.  B.  Smith  of  the  Extension  Service.  The  work  of  the  year  was 
reviewed  and  arrangements  for  its  continuance  for  a  tentative  period  of  three 
additional  years  were  perfected.  Representatives  were  present  from  all 
States  from  Maryland  to  Florida  inclusive,  and  each  delegation  was  separately 
and  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  work.  Mr.  Olsen,  Mr.  Kitchen  and  Mr.  Sherman 
represented  this  Bureau  at  the  meeting. 

The  date  for  the  formal  organization  of  the  Interstate  Potato  Com- 
mittee Project  for  the  Pacific  Northwest  has  been  changed  from  September  1  to 
September  15.  H.  E.  Drovish  of  the  Division  of  Markets  of  the  California 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  been  selected  as  executive  secretary  and  pro- 
ject leader  of  this  committee,  under  a  cooperative  agreement.  According  to 
telegraphic  advices  received  in  the  Bureau  this  agreement  has  been  signed 
by  the  extension  directors  of  Idaho,  Washington  and  Montana. 

BUREAU  MEN  ESCAPE  INJURY 

IN  GRAIN  DUST  EXPLOSION. 

H.  L.  Hebler,  Grain  Supervisor,  Edward  Ball,  Licensed  Inspector,  and 
several  Grain  Samplers  of  the  Baltimore  office  of  the  Grain  Division  nar- 
rowly escaped  injury  when  a  dust  explosion  occurred  on  August  20  in  the  West- 
ern Maryland  Elevator  of  that  city.  These  men  were  working  at  the  time  in 
the  Grain  Supervision  offices,  which  directly  adjoin  the  elevator.  Several 
men  were  killed  and  12  were  injured  of  the  force  employed  in  the  elevator 
building.  Fire  followed  the  blast,  which  blew  out  the  upper  part  of  a 
wall  in  one  section  of  the  building. 

Upon  receipt  in  the  Washington  office  of  information  concerning  the 
accident,  John  H.  Cox  and  Harold  E.  Earp  of  the  Grain  Division  and  two  men 
of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  went  to  Baltimore  to  investigate  the 
cause  of  the  explosion. 

When  the  explosion  occurred  the  work  house  of  the  elevator  contained 
about  60,000  bushels  of  wheat,  which  was  damaged  by  fire  and  water.  The 
tanks  contained  over  3,000,000  bushels  of  grain,  none  of  which  was  damaged. 
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BUREAU  INVESTIGATES  USE  OF  NON-STANDARD 
CONTAINER  FOR  CALIFORNIA  FRUITS. 


The  rather  extensive  shipment  in  interstate  commerce  of  a  container 
for  small  fruits,  which  is  non-standard  and  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Standard  Container  Act  of  1916,  has  recently  come  to  the  attention  of 
the  Bureau.  The  containers  have  been  made  in  California  and  have  been  used 
for  the  shipment  of  grapes,   the  smaller  sizes  of  plums,  and  possibly  for 
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other  fruits.  They  hold  about  1-1/3  quarts  and  9  are  packed  in  the  regular 
California  grape  crate.  It  appears  that  those  responsible  for  the  first 
commercial  distribution  of  these  containers  did  not  know  that  their  use 
in  interstate  commerce  was  illegal.  At  present,  however,  they  are  in  the 
hands  of  so  many  California  shippers  that  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables is  accumulating  evidence  upon  which  to  base  prosecutions. 

HEARINGS  ON  P.A.C.  ACT  RULES  AND 

REGULATIONS  DRAW  LARGE  AUDIENCES . 

All  branches  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  were  represented 
at  the  two  recent  hearings  held  on  the  proposed  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act  of  1930.  At  the  hearing  in  Chicago  on  August  11,  80  people  were 
present;  the  hearing  in  New  York  City  on  August  20  attracted  125  members 
of  the  trade.  Mr.  Kitchen,  W.  A.  Sherman  and  F.  G.  Robb  of  the  Washing- 
ton office  conducted  the  hearings.  The  proposed  rules  and  regulations 
were  read  by  Mr.  Kitchen,  comments  being  offered  from  time  to  time  by 
those  present.  In  general  the  rules  and  regulations  met  v/ith  the  approval 
of  the  trade,  there  being  practically  no  serious  protests  offered  and  only 
a  few  changes  of  importance  suggested. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  rules  and  regulations  will  be  approved,  printed 
and  available  for  distribution  by  October  1.  When  they  are  issued  they 
will  be  accompanied  by  a  detailed  statement  of  explanation  of  the  Depart- 
ment's position  on  many  points  in  connection  with  this  new  activity. 

U.  S.  BEAN  STANDARDS 
ARE  AMENDED, 

Amendment  No.  1  to  the  U.  S.  Standards  for  Beans,  effective  August  1, 
1930,  has  been  issued.  The  changes  embodied  in  this  amendment  are  the  re- 
sult of  a  further  study  of  the  bean  industry  and  the  practical  application  of 
the  standards,  and  are  designed  to  bring  the  standards  more  closely  in  line 
with  local  production  problems,  marketing  methods,  and  consumers'  require- 
ments. Multigraphed  copies  of  the  ammendment  may  be  obtained  from  the  Hay, 
Feed  and  Seed  Division. 

ANOTHER  CONVICTION  UNDER 

THE  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT. 

J.  F.  Hackney  and  Frank  G.  Brewer  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  entered  a 
plea  of  "guilty"  of  a  violation  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act  when  the  com- 
plaint brought  against  them  by  C.  W.  Andrews  of  Pensacola,  Fla.,  came  be- 
fore the  U.  S.  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  Alabama,  on 
August  16.  They  were  charged  with  "failure  to  fully  and  correctly  account" 
for  a  shipment  of  vegetables  consigned  to  them  by  Mr.  Andrews.  As  a  result 
of  this  prosecution,  the  defendants  paid  the  fine  of  $100  imposed  by  the 
Court. 

This  is  the  eleventh  trial  and  the  tenth  conviction  under  the  Pro- 
duce Agency  Act. 
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PAYMENT  OF  AUGUST 

SALARY  CHECKS. 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  since  August  31 
falls  on  Sunday  and  is  followed  by  a  holiday,  field  employees  will  probably 
not  receive  their  salary  checks  until  September  2.  The  Disbursing  Office 
advises  that  checks  for  employees  in  the  C,  F,  and  Earl  Buildings  will  not  be 
delivered  until  after  12:00  o'clock  on  Saturday,  and  therefore  the  employees 
in  those  buildings  should  bear  in  mind  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  get 
their  checks  cashed  at  banks  on  that  day. 

INDUSTRY  INDORSES  COTTON 
SEED  GRADING  PLAN. 

In  a  series  of  meetings  in  July  and  during  part  of  this  month,  Guy 
S.  Meloy  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  made  a  number  of  talks  before 
ginners  and  cotton  seed  growers,  explaining  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  grading  of  cotton  seed.  In  every  instance  those  present  at  the 
meetings  approved  of  Mr.  Meloy 's  recommendations  and  took  steps  toward 
putting  them  into  effect. 

Before  the  recent  hearty  response  to  his  grading  plan,  the  plan  had 
been  adopted  by  the  cotton  seed  crushing  industry  at  its  national  convention 
in  May.  Following  that  it  was  also  adopted  by  the  Memphis  Merchants  Exchange 
for  application  to  its  futures  market  for  cotton  seed. 

Ten  thousand  copies  of  Mr.  Meloy 's  address  on  the  subject  of  cotton 
seed  grading,  made  in  Dallas,  Tex. ,  July  10,  before  the  ginners,  growers, 
and  oil  millers  of  North  Texas,  have  already  been  distributed  by  the  National 
Cotton  Seed  Products  Association,  and  a  reprint  has  been  ordered  to  meet 
the  growing  demand. 

Mr.  Meloy 's  plan  is  based  on  the  total  oil  and  protein  content  of 
cotton  seed,  these  two  products  being  reduced  to  a  common  denominator. 
The  common  denominator  of  average  cotton  seed  is  set  up  as  the  basis  grade, 
so  that  grades  other  than  basis  are  an  index  relation  and  reflect  the  per- 
centage of  the  combined  oil  and  protein  in  any  lot  of  seed  in  relation  to 
the  basis.  In  addition  to  the  grading  of  the  seed  on  the  quantity  of  the 
combined  products,  a  new  method  of  measuring  the  amount  of  deterioration 
or  spoilage  that  may  have  taken  place  in  the  seed  has  been  established, 
doing  away  with  the  old  fallacious  method  in  which  an  attempt  was  made  to 
measure  deterioration  on  the  basis  of  discoloration  of  the  kernels.  Under 
the  new  method  deterioration  is  measured  by  the  per  cent  of  free  fatty  acids 
in  the  oil  in  the  seed.

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SPECIAL  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  OF  VETERANS 
RECEIVING  MEDICAL  TREATMENT . 

Insufficient  copies  have  been  received  in  the  Bureau,  for  general 
distribution,  of  Secretary's  Memorandum  No,  600  of  August  14,  therefore  a 
copy  is  given  below  for  the  information  of  those  members  of  the  staff  whom 
it  concerns: 

"Executive  Order  No.  5396  of  July  17,  1930,  "Special  Leaves  of  Ab- 
sence to  be  given  Disabled  Veterans  in  Need  of  Medical  Treatment"  is  as 
follows : 

'With  respect  to  medical  treatment  of  disabled  veterans 
who  are  employed  in  the  executive  civil  service  of  the  United 
States,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that,  upon  the  presentation  of  an 
official  statement  from  duly  constituted  medical  authority  that 
medical  treatment  is  required,  such  annual  or  sick  leave  as  may 
be  permitted  by  law  and  such  leave  without  pay  as  may  be  neces- 
sary shall  be  granted  by  the  proper  supervisory  officer  to  a  dis- 
abled veteran  in  order  that  the  veteran  may  receive  such  treatment, 
all  without  penalty  in  his  efficiency  rating. 

'The  granting  of  such  leave  is  contingent  upon  the  veter- 
an's giving  prior  notice  of  definite  days  and  hours  of  absence 
required  for  medical  treatment  in  order  that  arrangements  may  be 
made  for  carrying  on  the  work  during  his  absence.1 

"Effect  will  be  given  this  order  by  all  officers  authorized  to  grant 
leave  to  employees  of  this  Department,  as  well  as  by  all  officers  who  make 
or  approve  efficiency  ratings. 

"The  term  'duly  constituted  medical  authority'  is  understood  to 
include  any  properly  licensed  medical  practitioner  as  well  as  officers 
of  Federal  hospitals.  The  statement  as  to  the  requirement  of  medical  treat- 
ment should  be  filed  in  the  Bureau  in  which  are  employed  the  veterans  af- 
fected, and  officers  authorized  to  grant  leave  should  see  that  no  special 
leave  within  the  order  is  granted  in  the  absence  of  such  statement. 

"The  special  leave  will  be  applied  for  on  regular  leave  applica- 
tion blanks,  Department  Form  No.  17,  on  the  face  of  which,  however,  the 
notation  "Veterans  Medical  Treatment  Leave"  should  appear  conspicuously. 
The  filling  in  on  such  form  of  the  days  and  hours  of  prospective  absence 
will  constitute  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  prior  notice  of  defi- 
nite days  and  hours  of  absence.  The  usual  certificate  of  attending  physician 
will  be  required  in  case  the  absence  is  to  be  charged  to  sick  leave.  It 
should  be  remembered,  however,  that  while  ordinary  sick  leave  applications 
may  be  filed  after  the  absence,  the  special  veterans  medical  treatment  leave 
must  be  applied  for  in  advance. 

"The  restriction  as  to  grant  of  leave  without  pay  by  bureau  chiefs 
in  Par.  522  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  of  the  Department  will  apply 
to  the  veterans  medical  treatment  leave. 

"Leave  records  should  show  separately  the  amount  of  veterans  medi- 
cal treatment  leave  taken  whether  annual,  sick,  or  leave  without  pay,  in 
order  that  such  absence  may  be  properly  factors  in  its  relation  to  the  ef- 
ficiency rating. 

"Veterans  will  have  the  option  to  apply  for  all  classes  of  leave  in 
the  ordinary  way,  and  leave  sought  as  veterans  medical  treatment  leave 
which  cannot  be  granted  as  such  through  some  defect  in  the  required  pro- 
cedure,  as  failure  to  file  statement  of  medical  authority  or  to  give  ad- 
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vance  notice  of  absence  periods,  may  nevertheless  be  allowed  under  the 
Department  Regulations  if  conformable  therewith.  The  distinguishing  feature 
of  the  veterans  medical  treatment  leave  is  that  the  grant  is  obligatory 
provided  the  prescribed  conditions  are  met,"

The  Warehouse  Division  was  shocked  on  the  morning  of  August  22  to 
receive  a  telegram  advising  of  the  death  of  one  of  its  outstanding  members, 
Edmund  J.  Murphy,  at  6:20  p.m.,  August  21,  1S30,  at  New  Orleans,  La. 

While  it  was  understood  that  for  the  last  few  weeks  Mr.  Murphy  was 
under  the  care  of  some  physicians  at  Portland,  Oreg.  ,  where  he  had  head- 
quarters, it  was  not  understood  that  his  condition  was  serious,  even  though 
about  three  weeks  prior  to  his  death  his  physicians  advised  him  to  return 
to  his  home  in  New  Orleans  for  treatment  by  a  specialist  of  that  city.  Mr. 
Murphy  had  reached  home  but  a  few  days  before  his  death. 

Mr.  Murphy  entered  the  service  of  the  Department  June  1,  1923,  as 
an  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist  in  Cotton  Warehousing.  From  the  begin- 
ning he  impressed  his  superior  officers  and  associates  as  being  above  the 
average.  He  was  first  attached  to  the  Dallas  office  of  the  Warehouse  Divi- 
sion and  because  of  the  qualities  he  demonstrated  was  soon  made  Assistant 
to  the  Officer  in  Charge  of  that  field  station.  On  September  11,  1925, 
he  was  transferred  to  Sacramento,  Cal . ,  in  charge  of  administering,  in  co- 
operation with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  both  the  California 
and  Federal  Warehouse  Acts  in  that  State.  On  June  17,  1927,  he  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Northwest  office  maintained  at  Portland,  Oreg.,  for  ad- 
ministering the  Federal  Warehouse  Act  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  in  the  Inter- 
mountain  States,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Murphy  has  conducted  every  assignment  given  him  with  signal 
success  and  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  Department  and  those  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact.  Trained  almost  exclusively  in  cotton  marketing 
before  coming  to  the  Department,  he  grasped  the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  Warehouse  Act  at  once  and  applied  them  with  unusual  success  to  other 
commodities  with  which  he  had  no  experience.  Even  though  his  last  assign- 
ment was  entirely  unrelated  to  cotton  and  brought  him  into  touch  with  an 
entirely  new  line  of  commodities  which  the  trade  has  always  felt  only  men 
from  the  Northwest  could  handle,  Mr.  Murphy  soon  demonstrated  to  the  trade 
and  the  bankers  of  the  Northwest  that  the  underlying  principles  for  all 
commodities  are  the  same,  and  in  so  doing  conducted  himself  in  such  manner 
as  to  win  almost  immediately  their  support,  their  full  confidence  and  their 
personal  friendship. 

Mr.  Murphy  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem  by  his  coworkers.  All 
regarded  him  not  only  officially  as  an  outstanding  asset  in  the  organiza- 
tion but  as  a  personal  friend. 

On  receipt  of  a  wire  from  his  sister,  Mrs.  George  P.  Crane,  7733 
Maple  Street,  New  Orleans,  La..,  announcing  Mr.  Murphy's  passing,  H.  S.  Yohe, 
in  charge  of  the  Administration  of  the  U.  S.  Warehouse  Act,  wired  her: 

"Your  wire  relative  passing  your  brother  shock  to  all  his  associates 
and  deep  personal  loss  to  me.  We  had  long  learned  to  regard  him  as  one  of 
our  best  men,  thoroughly  trustworthy  and  above  all  thorough  gentleman  in 
true  sense  with  keenest  personal  regard  for  rights  others.  His  untimely 
passing  will  be  keenly  felt  both  officially  and  personally."

Secretary  Hyde,  Harry  N.  Vinall,  Senior  Agronomist  of  the  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry,  J.  B.  Shepard,  Senior  Agricultural  Statistician  of  this 
Bureau,  and  Ernest  E.  Hall,  Junior  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Secretary's 
office,  returned  to  Washington  Monday  from  a  four-day  motor  trip  in  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Indiana  and  Ohio,  where  they  personally  observed 
the  damage  done  to  crops  by  the  drouth.  Mr.  Shepard  reports  that  as  a 
result  of  light  showers  and  cooler  weather  many  bluegrass  pastures  of 
Kentucky  and  West  Virginia  that  looked  dead  two  weeks  ago  have  made  a 
wonderful  recovery,  accompanied  by  an  equally  marked  change  in  the  mental 
attitude  of  the  people.  The  panicky  feeling  is  disappearing,  and  farmers 
are  tightening  their  belts  and  salvaging  every  ounce  of  fodder  to  avoid 
sacrificing  their  breeding  stock. 

The  inspectors  training  class  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division, 
which  has  been  in  progress  in  Chicago  for  several  weeks,  will  come  to  a 
close  during  this  week.  Six  men  took  this  work,  four  of  whom  will  be  as- 
signed to  the  New  York  office  of  the  division,   two  remaining  in  Chicago. 

Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,

While  on  a  drive 
in  Virginia,  the  steering  wheel  of  her  father's  automobile  broke  and  the 
oar  crashed  into  a  telegraph  pole.  The  family  is  on  vacation  and  visit- 
ing Dr.  and  Mrs.  Manny  at  their  home  in  Clarendon,  Va.  The  child  is  re- 
ported to  be  doing  very  nicely. 

Gilbert.  T.  Gustafson  has  been  appointed  as  Agent  in  the  Madison, 
Wis.,  office  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.  He  will  as- 
sist with  the  work  in  connection  with  the  enlarged  dairy  statistics  program.

Leased  wire  facilities  are  being  provided  in  the  Des  Moines  office, 
and  daily  reports  will  be  released  on  the  livestock  circuit  and  by  radio 
from  Ames  Station  "W0I"  of  the  Iowa  Agricultural  College.  Daily  reports 
also  will  be  released  by  mail,  and  three  of  the  largest  news  press  asso- 
ciations will  disseminate  the  information  over  their  State  wires  to  the 
various  newspapers  in  the  area  that  they  serve. 

H.  W.  Graham  has  been  appointed  as  Telegrapher  in  the  new  office. 

Iowa  is  the  largest  hog  producing  State  in  the  country,  marketing 
annually  between  one-fifth  and  one-fourth  of  the  entire  commercial  hog 
supply. 

DELEGATES  FIND  INTERNATIONAL 

ECCNOMISTS  MEETING  STIMULATING. 

Bureau  delegates  to  the  International  Conference  of  Agricultural 
Economists,  held  in  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  August  18-29,  report  that  the  meeting 
was  a  very  stimulating  one.  This  was  the  second  conference  of  its  kind 
and  the  attendance  was  several  times  larger  than  that  at  Dartington  Hall, 
Devon,  England,  last  year.  There  were  about  25  delegates  from  the  British 
Isles.  The  German  delegation  consisted  of  about  a  dozen  men,  as  compared 
with  one  last  year.  Dr.  Max  Sering,  noted  economist,  was  present.  The 
Russian  delegation  was  headed  by  Dr.   N.   I.   Vavilov,   a  famous  scientist. 

Our  representatives  state  that  the  meeting  was  particularly  helpful 
in  showing  the  contrasting  points  of  view  of  representatives  of  the  differ- 
ent countries.  While  many  of  the  problems  that  Europeans  are  facing  are 
similar  to  the  problems  in  the  United  States,  local  conditions  in  the  dif- 
ferent countries  cause  a  different  outlook  on  some  phases  of  the  agricultural 
problem.  There  was  a  conflict  of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  extended  agricul- 
tural depression  is  to  be  attributed  largely  to  deflation  or  whether  it  is 
mainly  a  result  of  overproduction.  The  British  representatives  and  one  or 
two  Americans  took  the  former  view,  while  the  Germans  and  most  of  the  Amer- 
ican economists  appeared  to  lean  toward  the  latter  view.  The  Germans  and 
Russians  were  especially  interested  in  population  problems,  the  Germans 
being  concerned  about  the  rapid  downward  trend  in  the  birth  rate,  while  the 
Russians  explained  the  difficulty  of  feeding  a  population  now  increasing 
by  about  4,000,000  each  year,  owing  in  large  part  to  the  lowering  death 
rate.  The  collectivization  of  farming  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  they  considered 
necessary  in  order  to  increase  production.

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FARM  MANAGEMENT  EXTENSION  LEADERS  MAKE 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  USE  IN  FUTURE  PROGRAMS. 

H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  Farm  Management  Extension,  returned  to 
the  office  last  week  after  completing  a  western  trip  on  which  he  attended 
the  Western  States  Extension  Conference  at  Bozeman,  Mont.,  August  11-16. 
Extension  representatives  were  present  from  11  western  States  and  from 
Hawaii  and  Alaska.  Mr.  Dixon  reports  that  agricultural  economics  and  farm 
management  extension  work  were  major  topics  at  the  conference. 

The  leaders  of  farm  management  extension  work  in  this  area  were  in 
attendance  and  in  an  analysis  of  progress  and  of  plans  for  the  future,  made 
a  number  of  recommendations,  important  among  which  are  the  following: 

(1)  That  the  farm  management  program  be  based  on  information  secured 
from  farm  accounts,  enterprise  analysis  records,  farm  management  research, 
outlook,  and  related  economic  studies. 

(2)  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  extension  economist  in  farm  management 
to  assist  in  training  county  extension  agents  in  obtaining  and  applying 
basic  data  required  in  solving  farm  management  problems. 

(3)  That  farm  management  information  and  outlook  data  should  not  be 
separated,  and  that  both  be  interpreted  to  the  farmer  in  terms  of  farm 
management. 

(4)  While  the  obtaining  of  information  by  the  survey  method  is  ap- 
proved as  a  temporary  expedient,  it  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible 
by  the  more  accurate,  efficient  and  effective  method  of  complete  farm  ac- 
counts in  enterprise  analysis  records. 

(5)  That  the  most  essential  requirement  for  success  for  farm  manage- 
ment work  is  a  continuity  of  effort  on  well  defined  projects. 

(6)  That  in  establishing  and  working  out  the  farm  management  program 
the  extension  specialist  should  apply  the  following  fundamental  factors  to 
each  phase  of  work  to  be  undertaken: 

(a)  Is  the  subject  of  widespread  interest? 

(b)  Is  the  subject  timely? 

(c)  Does  the  organization  of  the  project  involve  the 
active  participation  of  the  county  agent? 

(d)  Does  the  project  involve  the  active  participation 
of  the  community  and  the  cooperators? 

(e)  Is  the  subject  matter  of  immediate  application? 

(f)  Will  the  application  of  subject  matter  increase 
production  per  unit  of  area,  improve  the  quality  of  product, 
and  reduce  cost  of  production? 

FEDERAL  SPECIFICATIONS  BOARD  ADOPTS 
BUREAU  STANDARDS  FOR  DRY  BEANS. 

The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  was  advised  last  week  that  the  Fed- 
eral Specifications  Board  has  adopted  the  Federal  standards  for  dry  beans 
recommended  by  this  Bureau  as  Federal  specifications  for  use  in  purchases 
by  all  Government  departments.  Provision  has  also  been  made  in  the  speci- 
fications that  Federal  inspection  certificates  issued  by  this  Bureau  will  be 
accepted  as  evidence  of  grade  when  making  deliveries. 
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WOOL  UTILIZATION  EXHIBIT  POPULAR 
AT  OHIO  STATE  FAIR. 

The  wool  utilization  exhibit  which  the  Bureau,  in  cooperation  with 
the  sheep  and  wool  industries,  placed  at  the  Ohio  State  Fair,  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  August  25-30,  was  the  center  of  much  favorable  attention,  according 
to  a  letter  received  in  the  Bureau  from  George  T.  Willingmyre.  The  Governor 
and  his  wife  viewed  the  exhibit  one  day  and  praised  it  generously,  both  for 
its  artistic  presentation  and  for  its  educational  value.  Mr.  Willingmyre 
believes  this  was  the  best  display  of  its  kind  that  has  ever  been  made. 
Recognizing  the  interest  it  would  arouse,  each  superintendent  at  the  fair 
eagerly  bid  for  the  unit  to  place  in  the  building  of  which  he  was  in  charge. 

A  special  feature  of  the  fair  this  year  was  the  dedication  of  a  new 
sheep  barn,  covering  2j  acres  of  ground,  which  L.  B.  Palmer,  President  of 
the  Ohio  Wool  Growers'  Association,  in  a  letter  to  the  Bureau,  claims  is 
the  largest  of  its  kind.  In  this  sheep  barn  a  special  room  was  provided 
for  the  utilization  exhibit  and  the  exhibit  of  fleeces. 

Mr.  Willingmyre  reports  that  The  Ohio  Retail  Clothiers  and  Furnishers 
Association  issued  a  special  bulletin  to  their  members,  in  which  attention 
was  called  to  the  wool  utilization  exhibit  and  each  member  urged  to  visit 
the  fair  and  see  the  material  on  display.  A  large  attendance  of  retail 
Clothiers  resulted  from  this  invitation,

STRESSED  AT  DIVISION  LEADERS'  MEETING 


Mr.  Olsen  held  a  meeting  of  division  leaders  last  week,  at  which  he 
called  attention  to  the  Secretary's  request  in  Memorandum  No.  602,  dated 
August  18,  that  administrative  officers  see  that  "every  dollar  invested 
in  salaries  of  employees  brings  its  appropriate  return  to  agriculture." 
The  following  statement  in  the  Secretary's  memorandum,  with  reference  to 
the  Department  policy  for  promotions,  was  discussed,  and  the  strict  ad- 
herence to  this  policy  within  the  Bureau,  emphasized. 

"It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  recognize  conspicuous  ac- 
complishment by  appropriate  increases  in  compensation,  and  the  need  is 
emphasized  for  rigid  adherence  to  a  promotion  program  which  excludes  from 
consideration  all  factors  other  than  constructive  and  effective  service. 
It  will  be  recognized  that  all  nonproductive  or  nonprogressive  individuals 
should  be  omitted  from  your  recommendations  for  approval." 

Mr.  Olsen  requested  division  leaders  to  carefully  scrutinize  all 
travel  authorizations  for  trips  in  connection  with  the  regular  business 
of  the  Bureau  and  particularly  for  trips  to  make  speeches;  to  use  greater 
care  in  buying  equipment;  to  endeavor  to  obtain  the  maximum  of  service 
from  employees  and  to  promote  efficiency;  to  supervise  more  closely  than 
in  the  past  the  use  of  funds  for  investigations  and  for  other  purposes; 
and  to  exercise  care  in  the  use  of  the  leased  wire,  so  that  the  circuit 
will  not  be  overloaded  with  office  messages  that  could  be  handled  just  as 
well  by  letter. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  increased  volume  of  mimeograph  work  and 
the  necessity  of  cutting  stencils  in  the  divisions. 

The  importance  of  utilizing  the  Bureau  News  as  the  medium  of  infor- 
mation to  all  members  of  our  large  and  growing  staff  was  emphasized. 
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BUREAU  UNDERTAKES  INQUIRY  TO  FIND  AMOUNT 

OF  WHEAT  ON  FARMS  AND  FED  TO  LIVESTOCK. 


Another  special  inquiry,  to  determine  the  stocks  of  wheat  on  farms 
and  the  amount  that  will  be  fed  to  livestock  this  year,  has  been  sent  out 
to  146,000  crop  reporters,  covering  the  entire  United  States.  As  in  the 
case  of  the  special  feed  inquiry  made  several  weeks  ago,  the  schedule  for 
this  wheat  inquiry  was  prepared,  printed,  and  mailed  out  in  about  1£  days. 
It  is  expected  that  returns  will  be  received,  tabulated,  and  a  report  re- 
leased shortly  after  the  middle  of  the  month. 

Clerks  from  various  other  divisions  of  this  Bureau  and  from  other 
bureaus  of  the  Department  will  be  assigned  to  help  the  Division  of  Crop 
and  Livestock  Estimates  with  this  work,  as  was  done  when  the  feed  inquiry 
was  made. 

The  results  of  the  special  feed  survey,  made  as  of  August  20,  was 
released  on  Friday  at  3:30  p.m.  through  the  Secretary's  office. 
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FEED  SHORTAGE  A  NATIONAL 
PROBLEM  SURVEY  SHOWS . 

The  feed  shortage  is  now  developing  into  a  national  rather  than  a 
local  problem,  according  to  a  summary  of  the  special  feed  survey  made  by  the 
Bureau  during  the  third  week  in  August.  The  situation  has  become  more 
critical  in  the  areas  first  affected  and  new  areas  to  the  north  have  suf- 
fered. The  reports  show  that  the  corn  crop  suffered  further  serious  deter- 
ioration during  the  first  three  weeks  of  August,  deterioration  being  shared 
by  all  States  east  of  the  Missouri  river.  Pastures  which  on  August  1  were 
poorer  than  in  any  summer  in  50  years  deteriorated  still  further  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  August.  The  hay  crop  is  short,  and  the  failure  of 
pasture  has  already  compelled  many  farmers  to  start  feeding  their  livestock. 
The  feed  supply  is  now  shorter  than  in  any  year  since  1901.  Considering  the 
extent  of  the  area  affected  and  the  numbers  of  livestock  now  on  farms,  the 
situation  already  is  probably  more  serious  than  in  1901,  and  adequate  mois- 
ture for  crop  growth  is  still  lacking  in  most  of  the  drouth  area.

TEN  KANSAS  POULTRY  PACKING  PLANTS 

ADOPT  GOVERNMENT  POULTRY  GRADES. 

Five  poultry  and  egg  firms  in  Kansas,  operating  10  poultry  and  egg 
packing  plants,  recently  made  application  to  the  Bureau  for  Government 
grading  of  dressed  poultry.  The  service  has  been  established  in  these 
plants  by  the  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Poultry,  Butter  and 
Egg  Association,  with  E.  H.  Pringle  as  Supervisor.  The  grading  in  the 
10  plants  is  done  by  licensed  graders,  and  at  present  two  grades  -  U.  S. 
Prime  and  U.  S.  Choice  -  are  packed.  The  private  brands  for  these  two 
grades  are  Sunflower  and  Wild  Rose,  respectively. 

Distribution  of  the  poultry  from  the  10  plants  is  effected  on  the 
New  York  market  by  a  single  agent  of  the  Sun  Flower  Poultry  Packers  Asso- 
ciation. Costs  of  the  Government  grading  of  the  poultry  is  borne  entirely 
by  the  members  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  reported  that  it  has  been 
possible  to  obtain  a  premium  for  the  Government  graded  poultry. 

BUREAU  ADJUSTING  COMPLAINTS  UNDER 

PERISHABLE  AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES  ACT. 

Of  late  several  telegraphic  complaints  have  been  received  daily  of 
rejections  of  fruits  or  vegetables  sold  f.  o.  b.  in  violation  of  the  Per- 
ishable Agricultural  Commodities  Act.  In  all  cases  receivers  are  being 
called  upon  for  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  their  position  and  if  the 
rejection  does  not  appear  justified,  they  are  notified  that  the  Department 
will  entertain  a  complaint  against  them  by  the  shippers.  In  several  instan- 
ces this  has  resulted  in  prompt  settlement.  In  others  the  receivers  have 
shown  that  they  had  valid  grounds  on  which  to  reject  the  shipment  and  the 
Bureau  has  then  notified  the  shipper  that  in  view  of  his  failure  to  fulfill 
his  contract  his  complaint  could  not  be  supported. 

In  one  case  a  buyer  received  goods  purchased  f.o.b.  which  were  below 
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grade  but  arrived  when  prices  were  advancing.  The  buyer  asked  for  an  allow- 
ance. The  shipper  refused  to  make  an  allowance,  threatening  to  divert  the 
car  to  another  market.  On  complaint  of  the  buyer  the  shipper  was  notified 
that  if  he  failed  to  deliver  a  car  of  U.  S.  No.  1  produce,  in  accordance 
with  his  contract,  or  to  make  satisfactory  adjustment,  the  Bureau  would 
entertain  a  complaint  against  him  for  failure  to  deliver  in  accordance  with 
the  Act.  We  were  notified  by  return  wire  that  the  shipper  had  made  satis- 
factory adjustment  with  the  buyer. 

The  number  of  these  cases  has  been  increasing  rapidly  within  the 
last  week. 

FP TENDS  SAY  GOOD-BYE 

TO  FRED  J.  BLAIR. 

Fred  J.  Blair,  recently  retired  from  the  service,  was  recalled  to  the 
Bureau  last  Saturday  by  his  former  associates  in  the  Division  of  Crop  and 
Livestock  Estimates.  Mr.  Callander  greeted  Mr.  Blair  on  behalf  of  the  group 
and  told  him  that  the  force  had  gathered  to  express  their  good  wishes  to  him 
and  that  Mr.  Koenig  had  a  special  message  to  convey. 

Mr.  Koenig  stated  that  the  qualities  which  had  endeared  Mr.  Blair  to 
the  staff  had  brought  them  all  together  in  that  moment  of  leave  taking.  Ke 
said  that  while  Mr.  Blair  in  his  new  home  in  the  South  would  probably  not 
need  to  be  reminded  of  the  associations  which  he  had  had  during  his  35  years 
of  service  in  the  Government,  27  years  of  which  were  in  this  Department  in 
the  crop  estimating  work,  his  many  friends  here  wanted  him  to  have  a  daily 
reminder  of  their  friendship  and  therefore  were  presenting  him  with  a  fare- 
well gift.  Mr.  Blair  was  asked  to  take  his  choice  between  two  objects, 
carefully  concealed  under  covers  which  were  labeled  "Comptometer."  If 
Mr.  Blair  believed  for  a  moment  that  the  gift  was  actually  a  calculating 
machine,  he  was  soon  reassured,  for  the  removal  of  the  covers  revealed  two 
handsome  mahogany,  electric  clocks.  His  selection  of  the  one  having  both 
Canterbury  and  Westminster  chimes  evidently  was  the  choice  of  the  majority 
of  those  present,  for  they  greeted  his  decision  with  hearty  applause. 

Mr.  Blair's  response  was  brief  because  of  his  emotion,  but  he  said 
that  there  was  nothing  more  calculated  to  remind  him  of  the  friendships 
around  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  than  to  face  the  clock. 
He  said  he  had  been  "figuring  on  one  of  these  clocks"  ever  since  he  saw  one 
advertised  a  year  ago  in  a  magazine. 

Mr.  Blair  then  received  the  personal  good-byes  of  all  those  present, 
who  also  wished  for  him  happiness  in  his  new  home  in  Florida. 

The  card  accompanying  Mr.  Blair's  gift  read:  "To  Fred  J.  Blair  -  This 
token  charged  with  the  current  duty  of  chiming  many  pleasant  hours  for  you, 
during  which  we  hope  the  most  cordial  memories  will  remind  you  of  the  last- 
ing good  will  and  fellowship  of  those  with  whom  you  have  associated  in  your 
35  years  and  10  months'  faithful  service  with  the  Government,  chiefly  in  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
(July  1,   1903,   to  August  1,   1930);  Washington,  D.  C,  September  6,  1930." 

Mr.  Blair  left  Washington  on  Monday  for  Florida  where  he  has  bought 

a  home . 
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WHEAT  BULLETIN  PREPARED  AND  PRINTFD 
IN  REMARKABLY  SHORT  TIME. 

The  World  Wheat  Outlook,  1930,  and  Facts  that  Farmers  Should  Con- 
sider, Miscallaneous  Publication  No.  95,  was  prepared  at  the  urgent  request 
of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  for  us3  in  its  wheat  campaign.  It  represents  one 
of  the  quickest  pieces  of  work,  from  author  to  finished  publication,  in  the 
experience  of  the  Bureau. 

The  facts  about  wheat,  which  had  been  previously  issued  in  mimeo- 
graphed form,  were  entirely  rewritten  by  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  who  began  this 
work  on  Wednesday,  August  20.  On  Friday  the  manuscript  was  sent  to  the 
editors.  On  Saturday,  at  noon,  it  went  to  the  printers.  On  Monday  after- 
noon, August  25,  Mr.  Marquis  went  to  the  Printing  Office  and  made  up  the 
bulletin  from  the  galley  proof.  On  Tuesday,  the  26th,  page  proof  was  read, 
and  on  Wednesday,  the  27th,  copies  of  the  finished  bulletin  were  delivered 
by  the  Printing  Office.  The  drafting  of  the  charts  and  part  of  the  material 
had  been  finished  some  time  previously. 

Over  200,000  copies  of  this  bulletin  were  printed;  100,000  will  be 
distributed  by  the  Extension  Service  and  100,000  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board. 

DR.  SPILLM/ N  DISCUSSES  SHIFTS  FROM  COTTCN 
FARMING  JN  CHATTAHOOCHEE  VALLEY. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  at- 
tended a  meeting  at  Clayton,  the  county  seat  of  Barbour  county,  Alabama, 
the  week  of  August  25  at  the  invitation  of  J.  Ralston  Cargill,  Secretary  of 
the  Columbus,  Georgia,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  President  of  the  Chatta- 
hoochee Valley  and  Gulf  Association.  The  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  matters  having  to  do  with  the  development  of  livestock  farming 
in  that  portion  of  Alabama.  About  250  farmers  attended  the  meeting.  Dr. 
Spillman  and  Mr.  Cargill  made  addresses. 

Dr.  Spillman  reports  that  cotton  no  longer  suffices  as  a  sole  basis 
of  agriculture  in  that  part  of  the  South,  and  farmers  are  groping  about  for 
livestock  enterprises  that  can  be  made  successful.  Interest  appeared  to 
center  about  poultry  production,  peanut-fed  pork,  and  dairying.  Those  dairy- 
men who  were  producing  milk  for  city  consumption  as  whole  milk  appeared  to 
be  prosperous,  but  butterfat  was  so  low  in  price  that  the  production  of 
cream  for  creameries  appeared  to  be  justified  only  on  small  farms  where  the 
farmer  and  his  family  can  do  practically  all  the  work,  not  only  of  caring 
for  the  cows,  but  of  producing  their  feed  as  well. 

The  peanut-fed  pork  industry.  Dr.  Spillman  states,  is  developing 
quite  rapidly  in  southeastern  Alabama  and  southwestern  Georgia.  Methods 
of  curing  this  pork  have  recently  been  introduced  that  result  in  a  very 
high  quality  of  product.  There  appears  to  be  room  here  for  the  develop- 
ment of  an  important  livestock  enterprise.  There  were  not  many  people  who 
had  gone  into  the  poultry  business,  but  some  of  those  who  had  done  so  are 
finding  it  profitable. 

On  large  plantations  in  the  Chattahoochee  Valley  interest  is  centered 
quite  largely  in  beef  cattle.  A  number  of  people  who  attended  the  meeting 
expressed  a  desire  to  buy  some  beef  cattle  from  the  drought-stricken  regions 
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in  the  Alleghanies. 

Columbus,  Georgia,  is  on  the  Chattahoochee  river.  There  is  a  factory 
there  that  manufactures  peanut  products.  At  present  it  is  using  30  tons  of 
peanuts  a  day.  The  business  of  the  factory  is  increasing  very  rapidly  and 
is  making  a  market  for  a  considerable  quantity  of  peanuts.  No  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  getting  farmers  to  grow  the  nuts,  and  those  who  supply  the 
factory  find  the  production  of  the  nuts  profitable. 

The  drought  had  not  affected  the  Chattahoochee  Valley  materially 
and  the  farmers  at  the  meeting  showed  lively  interest  in  all  phases  of  live- 
stock farming. 

DR.   TURLINGTON  SPENDS  WEFK  IN 
BUREAU  CN  FLORIDA  STUDY. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Turlington,  Professor  of  Agricultural  Economics,  Florida 
College  of  Agriculture,  .  Gainesville,  Fla.,  spent  the  first  week  of  Sep- 
tember in  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs.  He  worked  with  H.  W. 
Hawthorne  in  checking  records  and  outlining  plans  for  the  tabulation  and 
analysis  of  data  obtained  for  an  economic  study  of  the  citrus  industry 
in  Polk,  Lake  and  Orange  counties,  Florida.  This  study  is  in  cooperation 
with  the  Florida  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  will  include  analyses 
of  facts  from  270  farm  business  records;  quantitative  and  cost  data  for 
the  operation  of  40  groves;  and  information  concerning  equipment  used, 
number,  acres  and  age  of  groves  cared  for  and  charges  made  for  the  several 
operators  from  36  professional  caretakers  -  all  obtained  through  personal 
visits.  Tabulations  will  also  be  made  of  the  costs  and  receipts  of  250 
groves  of  absentee  owners,  from  information  obtained  from  the  owners  through 
mailed  questionnaires. 

Before  coming  to  Washington  Dr.  Turlington  attended  the  International 
Conference  of  Agricultural  Economists  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.  He  will  attend  the 
Inter-American  Conference  on  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Animal  Industry,  to 
be  held  in  Washington,  September  8-20. 

MR.  HEITZ  WRITES  ABOUT 

WORLD'S  POULTRY  CONGRESS. 

In  an  interesting,  impressionistic  account  of  the  English  people, 
their  customs,  their  cities,  etc.,  T.  W.  Heitz,  who  attended  the  World's 
Poultry  Congress  in  London,  July  22-30,  includes  in  his  letter  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  the  following  brief  statement  about  the 
Congress : 

"Imagine  a  building  containing  five  large  assembly  rooms  and  theatres, 
thousands  of  square  feet  of  exhibition  specs,  a  dozen  dining  rooms  and  res- 
taurants, club  rooms,  galleries  and  exhibition  halls;  stretch  your  imagina- 
tion as  far  as  you  can  and  then  multiply  it  by  ten  and  you  have  some  idea  of 
the  size  of  the  Crystal  Palaca.  It  was  here,  of  course,  that  the  Fourth 
World's  Poultry  Congress  was  held.  Exhibits  were  here  from  60  different 
nations  -  stuffed  chickens  from  Africa;  duck  eggs  from  Ireland;  big,  brown 
hen  eggs  from  Holland;  shawls  from  Spain;  exhibits  depicting  the  wonderful 
farming  opportunities  of  Canada;  lacs  from  Belgium;  butter  kegs  and  bacon 
from  Denmark;  and  a  real  educational  exhibit  from  the  United  States."

TOBACCO  GRADING  SERVICE  IN 
FLORIDA  IS  COMMENDED. 

Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  has  the  following 
commendatory  letter  from  Harry  B.  Wadlington,  of  the  Suwannee  Warehouse, 
Live  Oak,  Fla. ,  about  the  tobacco  grading  service  on  that  market  this  season: 

"We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  you  and  your  Department  for  the 
grading  service  rendered  on  the  Live  Oak  Tobacco  Market  this  season  by  your 
Mr.  Taylor.  While  we  realize  that  there  has  not  been  much  tobacco  graded 
owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  markets  everywhere,  however,  the 
service  we  received  here  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  we  feel  that  in 
the  future  it  will  show  a  marked  increase  over  this  season.  We  wish  to  make 
formal  application  for  the  service  next  year,  as  we  feel  that  it  has  been 
of  untold  value  to  the  market  and  that  the  growers  here  are  very  much  inter- 
ested. 11 

TRIBUTE  PAID  TO  COTTONSEED 
GRADING  PLAN. 

The  cottonseed  grading  plan  of  Guy  S.  Meloy,  of  the  Division  of  Cot- 
ton Marketing,  and  the  work  he  has  done  to  encourage  its  adoption,  receive 
the  following  high  tribute  in  a  letter  dated  August  21,  from  Earl  S.  Haines, 
Executive  Secretary,  National  Cottonseed  Products  Association,  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  to  H.  S.  Yohe,  in  charge  of  the  Warehouse  Division: 

"Mr.  Meloy  has  been  in  this  territory  for  the  past  ten  days  speak- 
ing at  gatherings  of  cottonseed  growers,  ginners,  and  oil  mill  men.  It 
appears  that  both  the  producers  and  ginners  unanimously  approved  the  grad- 
ing rules  following  the  explanations  made  by  Mr.  Meloy.  In  the  develop- 
ment of  this  plan  and  in  the  work  he  has  done  to  encourage  its  adoption, 
Mr.  Meloy  has  rendered  the  agricultural  and  industrial  South  a  magnificent 
service.  It  can  be  said  that  his  name  will  forever  be  connected  with  the 
cottonseed  industry." 

HERE  AND  THERE. 

Among  the  members  of  the  Department  who  have  been  designated  by  Secre- 
tary Hyde  to  handle  specific  phases  of  drought  relief  closely  related  to 
their  departmental  activities  are  the  following  in  this  Bureau,  whose  assign- 
ments to  this  work  are  indicated:  Mr.  Englund,  crop  and  outlook  studies  and 
statements;  Joseph  A.  Becker,  survey  of  crop  conditions,  location  of  de- 
ficient and  surplus  areas,  and  designation  of  counties  to  which  emergency 
freight  rates  apply;  W.  A.  Wheeler,  market  information  on  hay,  feed,  seed, 
and  livestock,  including  supplies,  movement  and  prices. 

Mrs.  Georgia  K.  Gregory,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  is 
taking  leave  for  an  indefinite  period  at  her  former  home  in  New  York  State. 
She  expects  to  return  to  the  office  within  a  month . if  her  health  permits. 
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W.  F.  Callander  and  S.  A.  Jones  of  Washington,  C.  H.  Robinson  of  Okla- 
homa, D.  A.  McCandliss  of  Mississippi,  and  V.  C.  Childs  of  Georgia,  Statis- 
ticians of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  plan  to  leave  Wash- 
ington at  the  end  of  this  week  for  a  trip  through  the  Cotton  Belt,  in  order 
to  continue  the  work  which  has  been  under  way  for  three  years  of  developing 
the  method  of  estimating  the  cotton  crop  from  the  counting  of  bolls.  Messrs. 
Callander,  Jones  and  Robinson  will  cover  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
except  Louisiana;  Mr.  McCandliss  will  cover  the  central  cotton  States;  and 
Mr.  Childs,  the  eastern  cotton  States.  The  information  obtained  the  last 
two  years  was  extremely  useful  in  truing  up  the  cotton  estimates  for  October 
1. 

Wm.  A.  Hartman,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  will  discuss  the  subject, 
"Some  Economic  Aspects  of  Land  Utilization  in  Georgia"  at  the  Banker-Farmer 
Program  to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Georgia  State  Extension  Service 
in  Atlanta,  September  15,  and  at  other  meetings  called  by  the  Extension 
Service  in  various  parts  of  the  State  from  the  16th  to  the  19th  inclusive. 

James  K.  Wallace,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool,  was  on  the 
program  of  the  Vocational  Conference  at  Prescott,  Ariz.,  three  times  on 
August  22  and  he  took  part  again  in  the  program  on  the  following  day.  Among 
Mr.  Wallace's  extension  activities  in  the  field  are  those  of  giving  lectures 
and  demonstrations  to  teachers  in  vocational  agricultural  training  under 
the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education,  on  the  subjects  of  livestock 
standards  and  grading,  market  news,  Outlook,  and  marketing.  He  performs 
these  services  only  when  he  has  no  engagements  with  the  State  extension 
forces  in  the  same  line  of  work. 

During  the  next  3  weeks  Emil  Rauchenstein,  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs,  will  be  in  New  Jersey  and  in  the  New  England  States.  In  New 
Jersey  he  will  be  engaged  on  a  cooperative  study  which  is  being  planned,  of 
dairy  farming  with  special  reference  to  the  conditions  under  which  it  is 
more  profitable  for  the  dairyman  to  raise  his  own  replacement  stock  than  to 
buy  them,  and  under  what  conditions  it  is  more  profitable  to  buy  them.  In 
the  New  England  States  a  general  analysis  will  be  made  of  the  results  of  all 
the  studies  in  dairy  farming,  in  order  to  determine  as  far  as  possible  the 
most  profitable  systems  of  farming  in  the  various  areas  and  to  plan  further 
research  work. 

Licenses  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  are  now 
being  mailed  out  at  the  rate  of  50  to  100  per  day.  This  will  continue  until 
the  more  than  1,000  applicants  who  have  sent  in  their  fees  have  received 
their  licenses.  It  is  expected  that  from  30  to  40  daily  applications  will 
continue  to  come  in  until  a  few  weeks  before  December  10,  the  final  date  for 
taking  out  licenses,  when  there  will  be  a  grand  rush  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  new  law. 

Chas.  E.  Null,  Associate  Statistician,  who  was  transferred  from 
Missouri  to  New  Mexico  recently,  has  become  seriously  ill  and  the  doctors 
report  that  it  will  be  at  least  a  year  before  he  can  return  to  duty.  He 
is  now  in  a  hospital  at  El  Paso,  Tex. ,  but  will  be  transferred  very  shortly 
to  a  Veterans  Bureau  Hospital  at  Denver,  Colo. 

C.  F.  Clayton,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  is  leaving  Washington  this 
week  for  Knott  County,  Kentucky,  where  he  will  assist  with  the  cooperative 
study  of  social  and  economic  conditions  in  that  county  being  conducted  by 
Kentucky  Experiment  Station,  the  Forest  Service,  Bureau  of  Home  Economics, 
the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  the  Division  of  Farm  Population 
and  Rural  Life,  and  the  Division  of  Land  Economics. 
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The  Credit  Stabilization  Committee  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Inter- 
state Early  Potato  Committee  will  hold  a  meeting  with  dealers,  supply  mer- 
chants, fertilizer  distributors,  bankers,  and  others  interested  in  financing 
the  potato  crop  of  North  Carolina,  at  Washington,  N.  C,  on  September  9, 
to  discuss  the  credit  situation  with  reference  to  seed  supplies  and  prices, 
and  to  determine  policies  concerning  the  financing  of  the  North  Carolina 
potato  crop  for  1931.  A.  E.  Mercker,  and  possibly  W.  A.  Sherman,  will  at- 
tend. 

The  appointment  of  Harry  E.  Drobish  of  California  as  an  Agent  in  this 
Bureau  and  to  be  project  leader  for  the  Interstate  Potato  Committee  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  has  been  approved,  effective  September  15,  on  which  date 
he  is  expected  to  report  for  duty  in  Boise,  Ida.,  in  accordance  with  a  co- 
operative agreement  between  the  States  of  Washington,  Idaho  and  Montana,  the 
Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work,  and  this  Bureau.  It  is  expected  that 
A.  E.  Mercker,  and  possibly  Mr.  Sherman,  will  make  a  trip  to  the  Northwest 
to  assist  Mr.  Drobish  and  the  regional  committee  in  formulating  the  initial 
plans  for  the  work. 

C.  H.  Robinson,  Senior  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Oklahoma,  D.  A. 
McCandliss,  Senior  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Mississippi,  and  D.  L. 
Floyd,  Assistant  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator  for  Georgia,  are  in  Washington 
serving  on  the  Cotton  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  report  on  cotton  was 
released  September  8.  V.  H.  Church,  Senior  Agricultural  Statistician  for 
Michigan,  B.  U.  Kienholz,  Junior  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator  for  North 
Dakota,  and  W.  H.  Ebling,  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator  for  Wisconsin,  are 
here  serving  on  the  Board  that  is  handling  the  report  on  the  general  crops, 
including  grain,  which  will  be  released  on  September  10.  Several  of  these 
men  will  be  retained  in  Washington  for  a  time  to  assist  in  compiling  the 
special  wheat  inquiry  which  is  now  being  made. 

R.  S.  Kifer,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  spend  next 
week  at  Blacksburg,  Va.,  where  he  will  assist  J.  J.  Vernon  and  J.  L.  Maxton, 
of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  in  further  analysis  of  data  from  a 
cooperative  dairy  study  made  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond.

CCNFERENCES  TO  BE  HELD. 

A  series  of  conferences  with  a  view  to  an| 
by  regions  and  by  States  and  to  develop  methods  fo; 
to  individual  farmers  is  to  be  held  at  Washington] 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  by  representatives  of  the  Eureau.  oT  Agricultural  Economics 
and  representatives  of  Federal  and  State  Agricultural  Extension  Services. 

The  Washington  conference,  to  be  held  September  18  to  20,  will  be  at- 
tended by  representatives  of  seven  Appalachian  States,  -  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Delaware,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia.  The 
Bureau  will  be  represented  by  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  L.  H. 
Bean,  John  B.  Shepard,  G.  A.  Collier,  Paul  Kcenig,  C.  A.  Eurmeister',  and 
Chas.  E.  Gage;  the  Extension  Service  by  H.  M.  Dixcn,  C.  E.  Ladd,  and  V.  B. 
Hart. 

Objectives  and  procedure  in  outlook  work  will  be  described  by  Eureau 
representatives  at  the  opening  of  the  conference.  This  will  be  followed  by 
a  general  review  of  current  eccnomic  conditions  and  their  effect  cn  the  agri- 
cultural outlook.  Commodity  outlook  reports  will  then  be  presented  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Bureau  staff.  State  commodity  outlook  committees  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  this  connection  to  cooperate  with  the  Bureau's  ccmmcdity  outlook 
committee  by  suggesting  kinds  of  outlook  material  needed,  and  by  assembling 
State  and  regional  cutlook  data  on  the  respective  commodities.  Members  of 
these  State  committees  will  lead  the  discussion  on  the  lccal  adaptation  of 
commodity  outlook  reports. 

The  various  State  committees  and  their  chairmen,  are:  Poultry,  W.  F. 
Knowles,  New  Jersey;  Feed  supplies,  F.  F.  Lininger,  Pennsylvania;  Potatoes, 
L.  M.  Vaughan,  New  York;  Beef  cattle,  E.  L.  Moffitt,  Pennsylvania;  Tobacco, 
C.  C.  Taylor,  Virginia;  Cabbage  and  truck  crops,  R.  0.  Bausman,  Delaware; 
Sheep,  R.  0.  Stelzer,  West  Virginia;  Dairy,  M.  C.  Bond,  New  York;  Fruits, 
W.  F.  Knowles,  New  Jersey. 

Following  the  presentation  of  these  reports  the  application  of  outlook 
information  to  specific  farm  problems,  by  estimating  costs  and  returns,  will 
be  discussed  by  W.  F.  Knowles,  New  Jersey,  and  the  application  of  cutlook 
information  to  specific  farm  problems  by  basing  recommendations  cn  actual 
farm  records  will  be  discussed  by  C.  R.  Arnold,  Ohio.  Brief  reports  by 
States  on  cutlook  work  and  methods  used  will  then  be  given. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  conference,  September  20,  the  methods  used  in 
reaching  farmers  with  cutlook  material  will  be  described.  E.  L.  Moffitt 
will  tell  the  delegates  how  enterprise  and  farm-account  records  are  corre- 
lated with  the  outlook  in  Pennsylvania;  M.  C.  Eond  will  tell  how  a  dairy 
outlook  meeting  is  conducted  in  New  Ycrk;  P.  L.  Putnam  will  tell  how  outlook 
material  is  used  in  young  farmers'  club  work  in  Connecticut;  V.  B.  Hart  will 
describe  how  outlook  work  is  correlated  with  the  county  agents'  program  in 
New  York,  and  C.  C.  Taylor  will  tell  how  potato  cutlook  information  is  used 
in  Virginia.  A  round  table  cn  monthly  outlook  publications  will  be  conducted 
by  A.  B.  Genung.  There  will  also  be  a  round  table  on  suggestions  for  im- 
proving outlook  work. 
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AMERICAS  OPEN  CONFERENCE 

CN  AGRICULTURAL  ECONOMIC  PROBLEMS. 

The  First  Inter-American  Ccnference  cn  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and 
Animal  Industry  opened  at  the  Pan-American  Union  Fuilding  in  Washington,  D. 
C,  September  8,  with  an  attendance  of  more  than  150  Government  representa- 
tives from  countries  of  North  America  and  South  America,  and  many  representa- 
tives of  private  organizations.  The  conference  will  be  in  practically  con- 
tinuous session  until  September  20. 

Secretary  Hyde,  one  of  the  principal  speakers  at  the  opening  session, 
urged  international  cooperation  of  the  Americas  in  solving  "the  world-wide 
depression  in  agriculture."  Ke  said  that  "the  situation  calls  for  sumul- 
taneous  attack  on  the  surplus  problem  by  the  same  means  everywhere.  If 
it  is  sound  for  the  farmers  of  one  country  to  regulate  their  output  with  an 
eye  to  market  prospects,  it  is  equally  sound  for  the  farmers  of  other  coun- 
tries to  do  so.  It  will  benefit  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  if  the 
farmers  of  other  countries  adopt  similar  means  to  adjust  output  to  market 
requirements,  and  to  regulate  the  flow  of  goods  to  obviate  local  gluts  and 
shortages.  The  most  logical  remedy  yet  proposed  for  the  purpose  of  planning 
production  and  of  controlling  the  volume  and  the  marketing  of  agricultural 
commcdities  is  cooperative  organization." 

A  number  of  representatives  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
are  participating  in  the  conference,  having  submitted  papers  and  reports  in 
their  respective  fields  as  a  basis  for  discussion  at  the  conference.  These 
representatives  include  Eric  Englund,  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray, 
Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  Miss  Caroline  Sherman, 
and  Norman  J.  Wall.  Specialists  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  have  pre- 
pared most  of  the  more  than  fifty  papers  and  reports  to  be  presented  at 
the  conference.  These,  with  comparative  statistics  of  imports  and  exports 
of  agricultural,  forestry,  and  animal-industry  products  of  the  21  American 
republics  and  of  international  trade  in  sugar,  coffee,  cacao,  rubber,  and 
fibers,  have  been  published  in  a  434-page  volume  for  the  use  of  the  delegates. 

The  aims  of  the  Inter-American  Conference  are  to  define  the  out- 
standing problems  in  each  country  which  may  be  solved  by  inter-American 
cooperation;  to  discuss  policies  and  methods  to  be  followed  in  the  coopera- 
tive solution  of  these  problems;  and  to  consider  the  establishment  and 
location  of  research  stations  or  laboratories. 

SERIES  OF  SPECIAL  FEED 

/ND  LIVESTOCK  REPORTS  ISSUED. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  special  weekly  feed  and  livestock  reports  was 
issued  September  11  by  this  Bureau  for  distribution  to  county  agents,  exten- 
sion officials,  and  other  relief  workers  in  the  drought-stricken  areas.  The 
reports  will  be  dispatched  by  the  Bureau,  each  Thursday.  They  will  contain 
all  available  supply  and  price  information  gathered  through  the  medium  of 
the  Bureau's  nation-wide  news  reporting  service,  and  will  include  a  series 
of  charts  which  will  present  a  quick,  visual  picture  of  the  last-minute  sit- 
uation in  grains,  hay,  and  other  feeds,  and  the  various  kinds  of  livestock. 

The  reports  will  be  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau's 
representatives  on  the  Drought  Relief  Committee  recently  appointed  by  Secre- 
tary Hyde  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  These  representa- 
tives are  Eric  Englund,  Jos.  A.  Eecker,  and  W.  A.  Wheeler. 
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CMS.  E.  GAGE  FINDS  DROUGHT 

CCNDITICNS  B-AD  IN  TOBACCO  AREAS. 

Serious  effects  of  the  drought  in  the  tobacco  areas  of  central  Ken- 
tucky and  the  hill  counties  close  to  the  Ohio  River,  are  reported  by  Chas. 
E.  Gage,  who  returned  to  Washington,  September  7,  from  a  field  inspection 
trip  through  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  and  Kentucky. 

Most  of  Mr.  Gage's  trip,  made  by  automobile,  was  devoted  to  a  study 
of  effects  of  the  drought  on  tobacco  produced  in  central  Kentucky  where  last 
year  70  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  of  Eurley  tobacco  was  produced.  In  that 
State,  nearly  a  thousand  miles  of  travel  was  performed  in  company  with 
H.  F.  Bryant,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Kentucky,  and  Prof.  E.  J.  Kin- 
ney, Agronomist  at  the  Kentucky  Experiment  Station.  Studies  were  made  in 
£9  counties  and  estimates  of  yield  per  acre  were  made  on  several  thousand 
acres  of  tobacco. 

"Drought  conditicns  have  been  severe  in  all  counties  visited,"  Mr. 
Gage  says.  "In  a  few  counties,  local  rains  have  revived  pasturage  some- 
what and  permitted  tobacco  to  take  on  additional  growth.  In  many  areas, 
however,  there  is  no  green  grass,  and  whether  the  dry  grass  is  nutritious 
depends  upon  the  variety.  In  the  Blue  Grass  section  proper,  dry  grass  is 
said  to  have  feed  value,  but  elsewhere  the  dry  wild  grasses  have  little  or 
no  value. 

"The  mcst  distressing  conditions  were  encountered  in  some  of  the 
hill  counties  close  to  the  Ohio  River,  -  portions  of  Harrison,  Pendleton, 
and  Owen.  In  these  sections  much  of  the  tobacco,  one  of  the  most  drought- 
resistant  of  farm  crops,  is  a  failure.  Pasturage  in  some  of  these  sections 
is  virtually  ncn-existent .  Added  to  present  distress  is  the  probability 
of  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  erosicn  of  fields  under  winter  and  spring 
rains . " 

FRUIT  I ND  VEGETABLE  INSPECTIC N 
M/N  SFNT  TO  F0RT0  FICO 

The  Fruit  Growers  Improvement  Committee  of  Porto  Rico  has  requested 
that  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  send  a  man  to  Porto  Rico  to  investi- 
gate the  packing  and  grading  of  citrus  fruits,  in  an  effort  to  ascertain 
whether  the  U.  S.  grades  for  Florida  citrus  fruits  are  applicable  to  Porto 
Rican  fruits.  Wm.  E.  Leigh  of  the  Washington  office  has  been  assigned  to 
this  work  and  will  sail  from  New  York,  September  18. 

It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Leigh  will  make  a  trip  of  inspection  of 
the  island  and  assist  growers  in  the  work  of  packing  fruit.  This  will 
be  done  according  to  Florida  grades  if  found  practicable.  It  is  possible 
that  separate  grades  will  have  to  be  issued  for  Porto  Rican  fruits.  IJr. 
Leigh  will  probably  spend  two  months  cn  the  island. 

NORTHWEST  INTERSTATE  F0TAT0 

COMMITTEE  PL/ NS  I NDER  WAY. 

Wells  A.  Sherman,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  is  en  route 
to  the  Pacific  Northwest  where  he  will  assist  in  the  inauguration  of  the 
Interstate  Potato  Committee  in  that  region,  particularly  in  the  States  of 
Idaho,  Washington,  and  Montana.  He  will  confer  with  local  State  officials 
and  representatives  of  the  trade  interested  in  the  work. 
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GRADES  FOR  CP NNED  TOMATOES 

ARE  PROMULGATED  BY  SECRETARY. 

The  latest  addition  to  the  Eureau's  list  of  official  grades  is  "Grades 
for  Canned  Tomatoes"  promulgated  under  the  authority  of  and  for  use  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act.  Al- 
though the  grades  for  canned  corn  and  canned  peas  were  promulgated  as  re- 
cently as  August  13  for  the  same  purpose,  a  broader  use  for  them  has  already 
been  suggested. 

In  urging  their  wider  use  as  merchandising  grades,  as  well  as  for 
warehousing  purposes,  H.  R.  Burr,  Secretary  of  the  Wisconsin  Canners  Asso- 
ciation, has  written  to  the  membership  of  his  association,  in  part; 

"During  the  past  three  years,  since  the  adoption  of  this 
method  of  grading  canned  foods  here  in  Wisconsin,  samples 
representing  approximately  12,000,000  cases  (24  million  dozen 
cans)  of  canned  foods  have  been  scored  and  graded  by  the 
licensed  grading  committee  with  very  little  criticism  and 
with  a  very  high  degree  of  uniformity  and  accuracy." 

BUREAU  MA KING_ECCNQMIC-S0CI \L 
STUDY  IN  KENTUCKY. 

A  study  of  the  economic  and  social  opportunities  of  the  farm  popula- 
tion in  Knott  County,  Kentucky,  is  being  made  cooperatively  by  the  Division 
of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics,  the  United 
States  Forest  Service,   and  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

It  is  expected  that  the  survey  will  furnish  data  necessary  to  develop 
a  program  of  economic,  educational,  and  social  adjustments  looking  toward 
a  more  complete  and  efficient  utilization  of  all  resources  of  the  area. 
The  study  is  planned,  also,  to  serve  as  a  means  for  determining  methods  ap- 
plicable to  a  much  more  extensive  survey  in  other  portions  of  the  South 
Appalachian  Mountain  Region. 

C C NS0I IDATED  CARS  FOR 

MOVING  HOUSEHOLD  GOODS^ 

A  suggestion  comes  from  the  Grain  Division  that  whenever  any  field 
employees  transfer  household  goods  under  Government  authorization,  they 
consider  also  the  movement  in  consolidated  cars.  In  practically  every  large 
city  there  are  a  number  of  forwarding  agencies  which  handle  consolidated 
cars,  securing  the  benefit  of  the  carload  rate  on  the  entire  contents  of 
the  car.  An  added  advantage  in  this  method  of  transportation  is  that,  the 
car  moving  through  to  destination  withcut  unloading  for  transfer  purposes, 
the  goods  are  subject  to  less  handling.

SPECIAL  EUROPEAN  WHEAT  STUDY . 


Professor  Charles  0.  Swanson  returned  to  the  Bureau  last  week  after 
completing  a  special  study  abroad  of  the  milling,  mixing,  blending  and  bak- 
ing practices  in  European  countries,  as  affecting  the  demand  for  American 
wheats.  Head  of  the  Department  of  Milling  Industry  of  Kansas  State  Agri- 
cultural College,  Professor  Swanson  was  loaned  to  the  Bureau  for  five  months 
for  this  work.  He  conducted  his  studies  in  the  British  Isles  and  northern 
Europe  where  he  called  on  millers,  bakers  and  members  of  the  grain  trade 
for  information,  and  obtained  numerous  samples  of  wheat  which  he  forwarded 
to  Washington  for  milling  and  baking  tests  in  our  grain  laboratory.  He  was 
impressed  with  the  willingness  of  those  interviewed  to  cooperate  in  his  work, 
and  upon  his  return  commented  upon  the  friendly  reception  they  had  given  him. 

Professor  Swanson  is  now  preparing  a  final  report  of  his  studies  for 
the  Bureau. 


CONGRESSIONAL  COMMITTEE 

USING  COTTON  LETTERHEADS. 


In  extending  the  use  of  cotton,  a  cotton  sheet  for  letter  writing 
has  gained  rather  wide  popularity  in  the  South  and  is  also  being  used  to 
some  extent  in  the  East.  Hon.  J.  J.  McSwain,  Representative  from  South 
Carolina  and  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  recently  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Bureau  typed  on  such  a  sheet,  in  which  he  requested 
that  a  constituent,  a  professor  in  the  Duncan  High  School,  Duncan,  S.  C. . 
be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  for  Crops  and  Markets,  the  Bureau's  crop 
reports,  and  any  other  publications  containing  reports  on  cotton.  This 
frabric  sheet  bears  the  letterhead  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  and 
and  Mr.  McSwain  uses  it  extensively  for  his  Congressional  correspondence. 

Interest  is  being  expressed  in  the  use  of  cotton  fabric  for  print- 
ing diplomas,  certificates,  etc.  It  is  believed  that  this  material  will 
be  more  durable  and  satisfactory  than  materials  now  used  for  these  purposes. 


FIRST  SEIZURE  OF  BASKETS  UNDER 

STANDARD  CONTAINERS  ACT  OF  1928 . 


The  U.  S.  Marshall  at  Grand  Junction,  Colo.,  has  seized  10,116  one- 
bushel  straight  side  baskets  under  the  Standard  Container  Act  of  1928. 
The  baskets,  manufactured  by  the  Colorado  Basket  Company  of  that  city,  were 
found  to  be  of  improper  capacity  and  were  being  manufactured  without  having 
the  specifications  for  them  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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H.  H.  WILLIS  TAKES  POSITION  WITH 
CLEMSON  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

The  resignation  of  H.  H.  Willis,  Senior  Cotton  Technologist,  with 
headquarters  at  Clemson  College,  S.  C,  has  been  recently  announced.  Mr. 
Willis  has  accepted  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Textile  Department  of 
Clemson  Agricultural  College. 

Mr.  Willis  was  appointed  in  the  Bureau  in  1924  as  leader  of  the 
cotton  testing  project,  a  position  which  he  filled  up  to  the  time  of  his 
resignation.  He  has  had  immediate  supervision  of  spinning  tests  carried 
on  in  cooperation  with  Clemson  College  and  with  the  Agricultural  and  En- 
gineering Experiment  stations  of  Texas.  Mr.  Willis  is  the  author  of  Depart- 
ment Bulletin  No.  1488,  "Manufacturing  Tests  of  Cotton  of  the  White  Grades 
of  the  Universal  Standards  for  American  Cotton,"  and  of  numerous  mimeographed 
reports  on  cotton  tests. 

In  leaving  the  Bureau,  Mr.  Willis  takes  with  him  the  best  wishes  of 
of  his  many  friends,  who  though  regretting  to  see  him  leave  the  Bureau's 
service  are  pleased  to  note  the  recognition  which  has  been  given  him  in  the 
appointment  to  his  new  position. 


FIRST  REGIONAL  OUTLOOK 

CONFERENCE  HELD  IN  BUREAU. 

The  three-day  Regional  Outlook  Conference  for  the  Appalachian  States 
was  held  in  the  Bureau  last  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  Dr.  C.  E.  Ladd, 
Director  of  Extension  of  New  York,  acting  as  Chairman.  Twenty-six  men  repre- 
senting 9  States  were  present  in  addition  to  bureau  representatives.  After  a 
discussion  of  objectives  and  procedure  by  Dr.  0.  0.  Stine  and  Dr.  C.  L. 
Holmes,  and  a  review  of  general  economic  conditions  by  L.  H.  Bean,  all  of 
this  Bureau,  the  specific  commodity  Outlook  reports  were  taken  up  by  the 
various  committees  and  considered  in  relation  to  local  conditions.  The  com- 
mittees' reports  and  discussions  included  poultry,  feed  supplies,  potatoes, 
feed  cattle,  tobacco,  cabbage  and  truck  crops,  sheep  and  dairying.  On  Friday 
afternoon  and  Saturday  other  discussions  were  held  of  methods  of  presenting 
Outlook  work  and  conducting  Outlook  meetings. 

Market  reports  and  other  publications  were  placed  on  6  panels  and 
displayed  to  the  visitors.  Mr.  Marquis  explained  the  Department  list  of 
economic  reports.  The  exhibit  attracted  so  much  attention  that  it  was  sug- 
gested that  it  be  sent  to  the  Outlook  Conference  at  Ames,  September  25-27, 
which  has  been  done.  C,  A.  Burmeister  will  explain  the  various  publications 
to  the  group  gathered  there. 

The  conference  last  week  was  the  first  Regional  Outlook  Conference 
ever  held  at  Washington  and  in  many  respects  it  was  an  experiment.  In  dis- 
cussing the  meeting  members  of  the  group  expressed  the  opinion  that  future 
conferences  of  this  character  should  begin  with  meetings  of  the  commodity 
committees,  including  members  from  the  Bureau  committees  on  the  same  com- 
modities, then  later  such  commodities  should  be  considered  in  the  general 
meeting.  No  regional  Outlook  reports  were  formally  prepared  and  released 
last  week,  but  the  material  was  taken  home  by  each  delegate  to  be  used  in 
his  own  State  in  preparing  Outlook  statements. 
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MR.   SLOCUM  BACK  FROM  EUROPE. 

Rob  R.  Slocum  returned  to  the  office  on  Monday  after  an  absence  of 
2j  months  in  Europe  where  he  attended  the  World's  Dairy  Congress,  held  in 
London,  England,  July  22-30,  and  made  a  trip  on  the  Continent.  Mr.  Slocum 
acted  as  one  of  the  official  delegates  of  this  Department  and  was  accompanied 
by  T.  W.  Heitz,  who  assisted  as  demonstrator  of  the  Department's  exhibit. 
Mr.  Heitz  returned  to  this  country  on  another  boat  than  Mr.  Slocum,  which 
arrived  in  New  York  on  Monday.    He  returned  to  Washington  Tuesday. 

Mr.  Slocum  reports  the  World's  Dairy  Congress  a  decided  success.  Dele- 
gates attended  from  60  countries,  most  of  which  had  exhibits  on  display. 
The  Congress  was  held  in  the  Crystal  Palace,  which  in  spite  of  its  huge  size, 
could  not  accomodate  the  enormous  number  of  exhibits,  including  a  large  live 
bird  show.  One  of  the  features  of  the  exhibit  from  the  United  States  was 
the  talking  hen,  which  probably  attracted  more  attention  than  anything  else. 

There  seemed  to  be  a  realization  on  the  part  of  the  delegates  of  the 
common  problems  connected  with  the  poultry  industry  and  that  these  might  have 
to  be  solved  through  international  action  or  agreement. 

EOWLING  SEASCN  OPENS  WITH 

HOTLY  CONTESTED  GAMES. 

Bowling  started  with  a  bang  last  night  as  both  the  women's  and  men's 
teams  of  the  Departmental  leagues  swung  into  action  at  King  Pin  alleys  No.  1.

CIVIL  SERVICE  ISSUES  WAPNING 

AGAINST  POLITICAL  ACTIVITY . 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  just  issued  a  circular,  warning 
Government  employees  against  political  activity.  Copies  of  the  circular 
are  being  posted  in  conspicuous  places  in  all  Federal  Buildings,  but  for 
the  information  of  employees  by  whom  it  may  be  overlooked  the  following 
paragraphs  are  quoted: 

"Political  activity  by  classified  employees  in  city,  county,  State, 
or  national  elections,  whether  primary  or  regular,  or  in  behalf  of  any 
party  or  candidate,  or  any  measure  to  be  voted  upon,    is  generally  prohibited. 

"Civil  Service  Rule  1;  No  person  in  the  executive  civil  service 
shall  use  his  official  authority  or  influence  for  the  purpose  of  inter- 
fering with  an  election  or  affecting  the  results  thereof.  Persons  who  by 
'che  provisions  of  these  rules  are  in  the  competitive  classified  service, 
while  retaining  the  right  to  vote  as  they  please  and  to  express  privately 
their  opinions  on  all  political  subjects,  shall  take  no  active  part  in 
political  management  or  in  political  campaigns. 

"The  restrictions  as  to  political  activity  apply  to  temporary  em- 
ployees, employees  on  leave  of  absence  with  or  without  pay,  substitutes, 
and  classified  and  unclassified  laborers."
